INTRODUCTION. 

HE AdnjAntages obpained by the Mies in the Ne- 
[ I therlands in the Year 170J. put the French into 

fuch A Confter nation^ that they did all that Jay in 
their Power to difpofe the Allies to hearken to a 
Treaty ofTeace^ and thereby to frequent an Irruption into their 
own Territories. The Overtures made by France jeen^d [0 
redfonable^ that leave was gi^yen to fomeof the Minifiers of 
that Court to repair to the Hague, where the Conferences 
tPerebegun^ and continued for fome time^ but how infinjirt^ 
Ij onthepartofFrzLticCytsfo notorious y that ^t is unnecejfary 
to Paraphrafe thereon. 

The Event fufficient/y/hew^dy that they had no other vieWy- 

than by their fpecious and large Offers to fome of the Allies^ to 

fow Jealoufies anwng the chief Members of the Grand Alliance^ 

and to divide them from one another ^which would obtain them 

fuch A Peace as they defired^ viz. That the Crown of Spain 

might remain in the Poffeffion of the Duke of Anjou. 

But the Allies having too often experienced the Treachery 
and Infmcerity of the French, injifled on the Preliminaries ^ 
' mthout receding from the leaf; Pointy well confdering that . 
. France was too dangerous a Neighbour to fuffer her in being 
ifo nearly allied with Spain : That Kjng on the other hand 
\efteemed Spain /(?e? charming a Bride y to part with her at fo 
'eafte a Ratey and rather chofe to jacrifice his own Terr it 0^ 
ties and Subjeifs^ than to difunite that Crown from- /;/>/, 
\nd leave it to the quiet Poffejjion of her lawful Sovereign 
wd right Heir. 

Where- 
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)Vherefore it iV(ts judged necejj.irj to continue the Wsr^ dndi '\ 
to ufe all pojfibie Efforts to reduce an Enemy j rvhomfo many 
Dilgrr.cvs and repeated Defeats had not yet been able to hum^ 
bie fa lo)v^ as to confent to Ten/js of Peace^ that might fe^ 
cure the general Tranqaility of all Europe, and re (lore d • 
jujt Ballance of Power. 

The nectff.try Di/po fit ions for the opening of the Campaign 
ivere mad(' oyi all fides ^ and a Project rv/ts concerted with the 
Elector of Hannover, xvho again was prevailed upon^ to 
€orn?nand an ill provided Army on the Rhine, to penetrate 
into France on that (ide. His Electoral Highnefs^ after 
his arrival in the Iniperial Army^ detach d the Count de 
Mercy towards the Black Foreft, rvith Orders to pafs the 
Rhine, and take Poft between Hunninghen and Brifac, 
which was executed acccordingly^ whereby the Enemy were 
alLtrmed in fuch an extraordinary manner^ that they detach' d 
the Count du Bourgh with a conftderdble Body to obfer've 
the Motions of Count Mercy, who attacked the i^rench, 
tho fuperiour in number^ without waiting for a further Re^ 
inforccment^ but had the Misfortune to ie defeated^ which 
frtfjlrated the Dcftgns of the Elector of HsiUnov^X of pene^ 
trating into Franche Comte, and the Campaign concluded 
on that fide. 

The unhappy Differences- between the Imperial Court and. 
that of Savoy d.id not allow of any con fider able Diver fion on 
that fide^ nor was that Duke to beprevailed upon to take the 
Eield //. I \rfon. 

In Catalonia and Portugal nothing of Moment happened^ 
J,o that > he Scene of the great Actions of War appeared only iu 
the Ncchcrlands, where the confummate Wijdom and imire 
Unarlmi'jy of the two gr eat efi Generals of the Agefurmounl;ed 
ail the Diificulties^ that attended this Campaign^ and crown-- 
ed their Endeavours with new Lawrels^

FLANDERS, 

In the Year 1709. 

T^^ French having becfn obliged at the clofe of tho 
lafi Campaign to abandon their Conquefts gain'd by 
Treachery, and to return to their own Territories • 
the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene^ who 
liad taken all the neceflkry Precautions to preferve the Coun- 
tries conquer'd from the Enemies, and dilpos'd the Forces in 
fuch a manner, that a confiderable Body of 'em might be drawn 
together in a very (horc time, to oppofe the DeGgns of the 
Enemies in Flanders, quitted Bruffels in Jdnuary la ft, and re* 
paired to the Hague ^ to concert with the States the Proje£te for 
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the next Campaign, and they being very fenfible of the Vi- 
gilance of the irencb^ to improve every opportunity that pre- 
I'entcd, it was judged neceflary, that one of thefe two great 
Generals fhould continue in the Netherlands during the Win- 
ter, as well to waich the Motions of the Enemy, as alfo to be 
ready to affemble all the Confedera'.e Troops in cafe of need ^ 
and my Lord Duke having Gencroufly offer'd to refide 
at Bruffeh till the return of Prince Buge/ie^ who fet out 
from ihQ jtLi^ue the 20th of January for Vienna^ to give a' Vcr- 
' bal Account of the laft Campaign, to the Emperor, arid to lay 
before him the Meafures concerted with the States General for 
the enfuing Campaign, the Duke of Mar/borough^ to be 
nearer at Hand, repaired to BruJJils on the 25th, where his 
Prefence ftruck fuch a Terror into the French^ that they were 
obliged to remain quiet in their Quarters, ialthough they feem'd 
to have fome Enterprize in view during the hard Froft. The 
French being thus difappointed, and their Defigns fruftrated, 
they began now to think of Peace, for which end, the Frencl:^ 
King endeavoured to obtain Pafsports and leave for fome of his 
Minifteri to repair to Hoiiand^und to make Overtures towards it. 
Paffes being granted, the ?ie{iimt de Rpuil/e fet out from Paris 
accordingly, and arrived at Antwerp in a few days after, from 
whence he repaired to Mordyke, where by Order of the States 
General, Meffieurs Buys and Vander Dujffen, had a Conference 
with him, and received his MefiT^e, which being by thefe Gen^ 
tlemen reported to the States had another Conference with him, 
wherein he offered the Preliminaries of a General Peace,' which 
were in fubftance : That the Duke of Anjou (hall renounce all 
his Claim and Pretenfions to the Spanijh Monarchy and all the 
Dominions thereof, except Naples and Sicily^ which he (hall 
keep to himfelf : That in regard to^the Empire, the Treaty of 
Ryjwick (hall be I'eftored -, and that* for a further fecurity to 
the States, fome of thp Frontier Places in x\i,^ Netherlands ihiil 
be yielded to Spain ^ the better to ilrengthen their Barrier 5 
and laftly. That the Duke of Sivoy (hall be reftored to the 
' Dutchy of that Name, Nice and Villa Franca 5 and the EleClors 
of Cologn and Bavaria to their former Eftates and Dignities* 
The Deputies of the States demmded thefe Propofals made by 
Monfieur Routlle on the part of France in writing ; but he pre- 
tending he had no Orders to do it, the Deputies promifed him 
to report the Conferences to the States^ and. deliver him an

Aufvtreit with all convenient fpeed. In the mean time Prince £^- 
ge/i^. having finifticd hisAfFairs at the ImperialCourLand received 
full Power from the Emperor for all things relating to War and 
Peace, returned to Bruffels the 27th of March^ from whence 
he arrived at the Hague the 8th of Aprii^ being followed by 
the Duke of Marlborough the next day. As foon as thcfs 
Princes were arrived, they had a long Conference with the 
Penfionary and other Deputies of the States, in which rhe 
Propofals made by Monneur RouUle were debated ; but the 
fanw being not large enough, the Deouties of tlie States re- 
turned for Anfwer to the faid Minifter ; That his Overtures 
were not JatlsfaSory without entering into any Farticuldrs-^ 
whereupon he difpatch'd an Exprefs to Verjailles for new In- 
ftruftions, who returned frtfm thence the tSth, and was fol- 
lowed by the Marquis de T^m, Secretary of State to the King 
of france^ who immediately fent to the Penfionary, to notity 
his Arrival and to defire a Conference with him ; but he was 
anfwer M, That the fame could not be granted till the Sent i-- 
ments of the ^ueenof Grear Britain by the Duke of Marlbc- 
rougn were known ^ who after the return of Prince Eugene horn 
Vienna^ went for England^ and was hourly expefted back. 
Whilft the Negotiations of Peace were at a ftand, the Opera- 
tions for the Campaign were carried on with all imaginible 
Vigour and Hafte. Orders were given to all the Troops of 
the Allies, to prepare themfelves to take the Field, and 
thofe of the States were to be reviewed the 20th of Apnl^ 
and all thofe Captains that had not then their Companies 
compleat, were to be cafhier'd. The States ordered likewife 
that all their Dragoons and 84 Batallions of their Foot (hould 
be in a readinefs to march at an Hours warning •, and to for- 

. ward thefe Preparations the better, Prince Eugene left the 
Hague and repaired to Bruffels, where he made the neccffary 
Dtfpofitions tor the opening the Campaign, but being informed 
of the arrival of the Marquis de Torci at the Hague ^ he imme- 
diately returned thither and held a Conference with the Pen- 
fionary, wherein he haA the fatisfaftion to receive new Affu- 

. lances, that the States would upon no private Confiderations 
whatfoever depart from the general Intereft of the Grand Al- 
liance. The Duke o{ Marlborough^ with the Lord Townfend^ 
who went to Holland with his Grace as Ambaffador E3ftraor- 
dinary and Plenipotentiary of Great Britain, after having wea- 
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The Htftory of the Campaign 

thei 'd a Storm, landed at the Bri// the X7th of May at Night, 
and the next Day in the Morning arrived at the Hegue^ and 
inrnnediately fent his Secretary to notifie his Arrival to the 
Freiident oF the States and the great Penfionary. The fame day 
the Marquis ds Torct came to my Lord Duke, and was about 
Two Hours with him, and the Lord Town/end. ^ The rpth, 
Moniieur de Torci paid another Vifit to his Grace, and both 
together went to Prince £/(^^;7^*s Appartment, vJrherc they flaid 
feme time, and the fame Night had a Conference at the Great 
Penfionary 's. Affairs were thus tranfafted at the Uague^vihzn 
a Letter from the Baron de Welderen^ Governor of Menin, da- 
ted the jft oFMay, was delivered lo the State?, importing, that 
the Enemies had detach'd out of their Neighbouring Satrifons 
above 12000 Men, Horfe and Foof, which were arrived at 
Tour nay y and that they gave out, that they were to be joyn*d 
that Day by part of the Troops, of the Houlhold, and the Ma- 
refchal de Villars^ upon whofe arrival they were to march,. 
but upon what Expedition, was not Icnown. 

Howfoever, a great Convoy being ordered from Ghent to 
L/V/^, to fupply the want of that Garrifon, we were of Opini- 
on, that they intended to furprize the faid Convoy, the rather 
becaufe they had Garrifon'd the Caftles of Templeuve^ Tou- 
Jlersj Leers and Wafue^ and were fortifying Lanoy 5 whereup- 
on Orders were given to ftrengthen oar Convoys, and to have: 
a watchful Eye upon the Motions of the Enemy, which Pre- ' 
caution had fo good an effeft, that they did not think fit to. 
attack us, but returned to their refpeOrive Ganifons, and gave 
liberty to our Convoys to go fafe to IMle. During thefe Pre- 
cautions and Preparations of War in flaniers^ the Negotiati- 
ons of Peace werecairy'd on at the Hague with all imaginable 
Application 5 and as the Allies were of Opinion, that the 
French King would not have fent one of his chief Minifters to 
the Uaguey to enter upon a Treaty, and to agree about the Pre- 
1 minary Articles towards a General Peace, if he was not really ^ 
in earneft, and fincere in the Matter, all poflible difpatch wa?.^ 
made to draw up the. Demands of the Allies, whereupon the* 
Peace (hould be grounded, that in cafe the Negotiations (hould* 
prove fruitlefs, we might lofe no opportunity of improving; 
the Advantages obtained over th^ Yren^ch the laft Campaign j. ' 
to which end the Field Deputies of the States fet out from the 
Hague in the beginning or May for ¥landers^ to review the^ 
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Troops in the Service of thsir High Mightipeflcs. They were 
fo well pleafed with the Condition they found them in, that 
they fignify'd to the States, that no Troops in the World ever 
made a finer Appearance, Major Genenl Cado^an on the part 
of Great Britain^ nnd by Order of the Duke of Marlborough^ 
repaired likewife to Brujfels^ and from thence to Ghent^ to give 
the neceflary Direftions for ths March of the Britijh Troops in 
Garrifon there, whilll' the reft of the Forces thit were to I'erve 
in fla/iders this Campaign, were on a full March to their re- 
fpeftive Cantonments ^ fo that nothing was neg!e£led on our 
fide to enter upon ASion as foon as the Forces were aflembled. 
Notwithftanding all thefe Preparations for a vigorous Cam- 
paign, the Negotiations were carried on or the Htigne between 
the Minifters of the Allies and thole of Vnince ; a.d the Con- 
defcentions the latter made to moft of the Articles drawn up on 
the part of the Allies, confirmed the general Op-nion, that the 
frencb King was really in earnett : But the Event Ihewed plain, 
that the Saying of the Duke of Marlboroughy^ that no Peace 
would be concluded otherwife then at the head of an Army of 
i>ooco Men in france^ proved not altogether groundleft. 
Hut not to exceed the Bounds of my Intention, and to hjften 
to the Camp, I fliall only add. That the Preliminary Articles 
were fign'd by the Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor, Great: 
Britain^ and the States General^ and delivered to the trench 
MinifteiSj who pretending, that fome of the faid Articles 
were too hard Pills for their Matter to fvvallow, they rcfufed 
to lign them, although Monfieur de Torci had declared before, 
that he was perfeftlv inftrufted of the .King his Mjfter's 
Secret Mind ; That Minifter left the Hi^gue the latter end of 
May in his return to P^/m, and promifed to Prr:ce £■/- 
gene to fend back an Anfwer ly the 4rh of Junc^ which* he. 
did accordingly, intimating thereby. That the King his Ma- 
tter having examined the Projeft of Peace concluded at the 
Uflgue^ found it impoifible to accept it, wherefore he had fenc 
Orders to the Prefident Rouille to nodfie the fjme to the Po- 
tentates engaged in this War, France Being usd to Tricks of 
this Nature, we ought no: to be furprized at all at this Pro- 
ceeding, which fufficiencly fhews, thai the Enemies had no o-. 
ther airn in thofefpecious Negotiations, than to divide the Al- 
lies, and retard their Preparations -, but that neither of thefe 
two Endeavours had their defigned EfFeft, the Reader will be 
convinc'd'by the. following Relation of the Operations of rhis 
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• Campaigrv which being fo nearly concerned wth the Confe- 
lences at the Hague j we could do no lefs than to prtmife a fhort 
account of them before we entcr'd the Field. , 

The Field Deputies having review'd the Forces of the States^ 
as we have already hinied, and given Orders for their March, 
the Count Je Tilly ^ General of the faid Forces anived with 
thofe from the maeze on the 25 th of M^ at Diegon near 
^Bruffels^ from whence they march'd the next day to incamp 
' along the De/ider^ and the Cavalry put their Horfes a Gra- 
zing along the River. The other Troops of the States formed 
another Camp along the Scheldt and the Imperialifts, 'Pruffiam 
and Wirtemberghers nharch'd to joyn them. Prince Eugene ar- 
rived at Brujfels the ift of fune^ and on the 4th IflTued the ne- 
ceflary Orders for affembling the Troops of the Allies, tofbrm 
the Grand Army with all poffible fpeed between Menin and 
Ouienarde^ except a Flying Camp of 12 Batallions and as ma- 
ny Squadrons, which was ordered to continue about Jlofl^ un- 
der the Command of Lieutenant General Murray and Major 
QL^Vi^iAchanelos^ to cover BruJJe/s anA Brabaut^znd obferve 
a fmall Body of the Enemies Troops, which they were aflem- 
bling near Charleroy. 

We received Advice at the fame time from the FrontieK, 
that the Enemies Troops were on iheir March from all Quar- 
ters to the Army, which the Marefchtl ie Villars^ who was 
appointed Commander in Chief by the King of France^ and 
who was to retrieve the ancient Glory of the French Nation, 
was forming in the Plain of Lens \ that the T roops of the 
Houfhold .were arrived there ^ that the weakeft Regiments 
nvere left in the Garrifons 5 that their Infantry were better 
^recruited than laft Year, the great Dearth and want of Provi- 
fioris having forced the poor labouring People ot Franee to lift 
into the Service to find a Maintenance 5 and laftly, that their 
Cavalry was well remounted. 

Our Army having formed a Camp at Swynaerde near Ghent j 
under the Command of General Fagel^ the Duke of MarJbo- 
^ rough and Prince Jfog^r/?^ fet out the i2rh of June for Ghent ^ 
^*?^ttended by 200 Horfe^ and being informed that a Party of 
the Enemy had placed themfelves in Ambufli in the Wood of 
iuikerque with a defign to fall upon them, they difpatch'dan 
Exprefs to uilojl for lome Detachments to advance from thence 
along the Caufey, and the'Enemy having notice of this Moti- 
on, retired j fo that thofe two Princes got to Ghent without 
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any Moleftation by the Way -, and being arrived th*re, they ' 
held a great Council of War, wherein all the General Officers, 
who had a right to affift were prefent. Orders were rhereupon- 
fent to all the Forces incamp'd thereabouts to march lowards 
Courtray and Menin^ as did alfo the Troops incamp'd at AV- 
velle^ where the Prince Royal of Truffia^ who was come to 
blander s^ to Command the Forces -ot his Father the King of 
VruJJia in the Service of Great Britain and Holland^ had his 
Head Quarters. 

Things being thus difpos'd, and the Troops defign'd for this 
Campaign, confifting of about 1 20000 Men, being arrived near 
iiy^;7i;7,and havirg fbrm'd the Army the 21ft near that Place,the 
Duke of Marlborough and Prince£'/<?^;7^1eft Ghent that day, put 
themfelves at the Head of them, and march'd the 2 2d towards 
Li/Ar, encamping that Day between Linfelle^ Turcoin and Ra^- 
baix. The 23d, the Right Wing under Prince Etigene pafled 
' the Lower "Deule, as did at the fame time the Left under the 
Duke of Maiiborough the Mark^ and the whole Army in- 
camped in the Plain of Lille on both fides the Upper l>eulc 5 
the Duke of Mariiorough li^in^^ hisQuartCis in the Abby of 
hoor -, Prince Eugene his in the Caftle of hcmpre^ a-d Count 
Tilly his in Renzain. Orders were thereupon fenc to our Field 
Artillery which was left at Meninto come and join us in this 
Camp, and an Exprefs was difpatch'd at the fame time to Lieu- 
tenant General D^/«/?^-^, who vftis left with a Fly in,-? Camp 
near Aloft to do the like. The 24th, upon the Advice we 
received from Arras that Day, that the Marefchal de Villars 
had pofitivc Orders to venture a Battle, the Quj.r:cr-Mafters 
Central went out with 1200 Horfe to view the Ground be- 
tween our Army, that of the Enemy, and the fituation ct their 
Camp, and at their return reporred, that they were ftiongly 
polled between Pont-a Fcndin^ Cambrain and Ecemvmin^ and 
that they were perfecting their Imrenchmcnts vm\i all poiTihle 
application. Their Left and Right were covered by Moiaifes, 
which could not be pafs'd without greaiHazzard by reafon of the 
continual Rains, we have had for feveral days palt, and the'r 
Front was defended by fome Villages, which they had foni- 
fy'd. The 25 :h, Lieutenant General Do^ft was fent out with a- 
notber Detachment, as was alfo Major General Cadogan^ to take 
a narrow view of the Camp of the Enemies and the Avenues 
thereto, and upon their return and report, a Council of War ' 

was 
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was held the 26th, to take proper Meafures for attacking the 
Enemy i but upon due Confideration, our Generals did not 
think fit to go upon that Enter prize, as well by Keafonofthe 
advantageous Situation of their Canap, as the difficulty of the 
Ground between thena and us, and refolved to befiege Tnur- 
my. This Refolution was kept fo private, that when we dc- 
canfiped from the Banks of the Deule without beat of Drum or 
found of "Trumpet, our Baggage being f^jntaway to Lille, xh^ 
whole A: my thought we were marching to attack the Enemj, 
and were furpriied, when on a fudden they turned t:> the Left, 
and arrived this Morning before Tournay, which was few 
Hours after invefted, in fuch a manner, that the Enemy could 
not have any Notice of our Defign, and therefore no time to 
put any Reinforcements therein. The Garrifon, according to 
the bell accounts we have received, conCfts of 1 2 weak Ba- 
tallions and 5 Regiments of Dragoons, fomc Batallions and 
Squadrons having march'd out before to reinforce the French 
A' my at Lenu 

In our Mjrch towards Tour nay ^ r General of Infantry with 
a Lieutenant General of Horfe and another of Foot, having 
under them 30 Squadrons and 12 Batallions of the Duke of 
Marlborough's Army were ordered to advance before, and en- 
deavour to poffefs themfelves of Sr. Amani and Mortagne^ 
Ic had rained all Day long, which made the Roads very bad, 
and render'd our March very^toilfome and difficult, wemarch'd 
all Night, during which we had but little Rain. Having 
thus invefted Tour nay ^ the Line of Circumvallation was begun 
on this fide of r}ti^Schelis but becaufe Prince Eugene's Ttoops 
could not come up till late in the Aftternoon to their Ground, 
the Circumvallation was to be again viewed the next Day, to 
fee whether it be neceflfary to make any alteration. Lieute- 
nant General Dompre^ who was left wi:h a Body of Troops at 
AIoJl\ and who did not joyn us in our former Camp near 
L/V/^, as I did obfervc before, had frefh Orders fent him to 
advance on the other fide of the Sche/d up to Tournny^ foas 
to arrive here to day \ which he did accordingly. Whereupon 
Lieutenant General Lumley with^o Squadrons and 10 Batalli- 
ons of the Duke of Marlborough s Army, was ordered to pafe^^^ 
over the Scheld at Anthoine, and in cafe that Bridge was*^ 
broke down, to lay another with Pontons, which he carried 
with him, to Joyn Lieutenant General Dompre^ aud to confult

tTttfi hith how to make the Line of Circumvallation on that 

fide 

The heavy Artillery and Stores, . which were brought under 
theGuard of the Palatine Foot and looo Imperial Horfe up the 
Lys to Courtray and MeninyZnii were commanded to (top 
there till further Order, were direfted to be fentback to Ghent ^ 
and thence to be brought up the Scheli hither under the fame 
Guard. The fame Day we received Advice, that the Enemies 
who had 200 Men in St. Afnandj retired upon the approach of 
our T'roops to Vdlenc\ettnes\, fo that our Detachment took Pott 

;' therein without any oppofition. Monfieur (fe Siin;///^, Gover- 
nor of Tournay, fent out a Party of Men to fetch in the large 
Cattle out of the Neighbourhood, but that Party was cut off 
by our Men, and made Prifoners, except 9 or 10 Dragoons 
and 4 Officers, who efcaped, and pafling through ferwels a- 
bout Noon, retired to Conie. The faid Cattle to the number 
of above 700 Heads were by Order of our Generals reftored 
to the Peafants. The fame day Monfieur Damolfeau^ one ot 
the Enemy's chief Ingineers coming from^ Conde with a Pafs- 
port as Secretary ot Provifions, with a defiga to throw himfelf 

' into Tournay^ was fetzed. 

The 28th, The Line of Circumvallation on both fides of the 
River was perfeS:ing, and all Precaution taken, that the Enemy 
might not he able to throw any Succours into the Place. The 

; Detachment, wWch under the Prince of Orange was lent to 
St. Amant and Mortagne^ had taken Poft therein, and left 
Garrifons in them, came back to the Camp. The Enemy ha- 
ving opcn'd their Slufces at Valenciennes and Conie^ fuch a 
Flood of Water came down, that our Communication wi^h the 
Troops.on the other fide of the River was cut ofF^ but Orders 
being given for Bridges to be laid over MorafTes and Inundati- 
ons, they was ready that Night, whfereby our Communicition 
was bpen'd again. The 29th we had intelligence, rhat the 
Enemy defigned to throw a Reinforcement the following 
Night into the Place \ and 7 or 800 Horf<?,fifom Mons and 
Co/fif ad vanced to Timogeis^ hoping to get into the Town by the

The 2d of July^ Monfieur de Villemaure a "Srench Brigadier, 
and a Gap tain of his Regiment, both in the Habits of Peafants^.

Three Deferters came over to us and reported, 
that cbey run away in the Night from among a number of 
Grenadiers, who had lurked in a Ncighbourmg Thidket, with 
a defign to get into the Town, but were retired without at- 
fempting it. The fame Day Advice was brought, that a De- 
tachment of I coco of the Enemies Armjr, was marched tou 
4^'ards Warneton^ whereupon Lieuteuant-General Wilks was de- 
tached thither with 2500 Grenadiers and 90 S^adtons^ bot' 
betore he could arrive to fuppprc that Place, a Lieutenant- 
Colionel, a Major andabout 700 Men in it, bad yielded tbm- 
felves Prifoners to the Enemy j who with ai>other Detachment 
attacked likewife 0?;5^/;7^j and YoxxRouge^ but our Men de* 
fended thofe Places, till a Detachment irom our fixmj came- 
to their Relief. 

The French who are always u fed to tnaenifie their Anions, 
jpartly to keep up the drooping Spirits oi their Nation^ and 
partly to perfwade the World, that all their Enterprizes =^are 
Heroical, did not ftick to publifti the following Account of the

* 50 or 60 Officers or Soldiers got into a large Boat to efcape, 
^ and refuling to turn bacls:, they were fired at, and were kill'd^ 

* and drowned, except 4 who got away. In Wameton were^ 

* found a good quantity of Corn, and a great number of Palifa— 

* does, which willbe'ftnt up theLrx to 5/. f^enant. Thus far 

* the Relation of the F/rac-ft of that great Aftion s but how no- 

* torioufly they impofe upon the World, yea even upon their* 

* own Nation, is manifeft, they killed fe\^ral of our Men in- 
"- the Attack,, butare ignorant at the fame time of their num- 
^ ber ^ and if the Gafrjfbn had confifted of r6coMcn, provided- 
*^ whh all neceffaries, as they wou'd fain infinuate, 'tis very pro- 
^ bable, than our Men would have made a better Refiftance, till 
^ the anival of a Reinforcement to fupport them, as being ne- 
•• ver ufcd to yield at fo eafie a Rate. The Brigadier and Col-" 
^ lonel ;that wete taken in the Place were perhaps of their ow.-> 
•• making, feeing thatthe GarrHbn was commanded only by a 
^ Lieutenant-Collonel. But to return to the Siege. 

The 5th nothing happened worth our Notice, ftve that the* 
Lln^ of Circ'imvailation were carried on- with all due appli- 
cation, and were perfefted the 4th. The 7th in the Night the 
Trenches were opened with very inconndciable loft. About. 
40 or 50 Men vverc killed or wounded at the Attack of General 
F^^Abecaufe the Ground prored Stony on that fide^ at the Other 
^ Attacks not above 10 or 12 Men were killed. At the Attack 
of General Lottum and General Eajf^/ the Trenches were carri^ 
cdon within }co Paces of the Counterfcarp, and at that of ilt'- 
Xitril Schuylemburgh ^mx}^\n 150 Paces of the Counter fear p. 
Two Nights before, the Dire<aor and Ingirieer General deRoeque 
happened to fall and broke his Leg; It was difcourfed, that 
if neceflary Dtfpofitions had been made, inftead of* breaking 
Ground at a diftance, the Covered Way at General^ S^fcz/v/^wr. 
hurgVs Attack might have been carry'd 5 there being hardly a- 
ny of the Garrifoir in that Part 5 and one of our Iitgineers 
went quite up to the Palifadoes, without being obferved by 
any Perfon from the Place. The Enemy made a Forage to- 
wards QrcMcs that Day^, whwd>f a great number of ttrei* 

Men. 
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Men took an opp€>rtunity to defert j and reported, that their 
Army was in great want of Provifipns, their Troops being ob- 
liged to fabfilt on a (hort. Allowance of Bread nude of Oats/. 
Tliey added, that 'twas very probable, that when the Marefchal. 
(leKil/ars (hould move out of his Intrenchments, no fmall pare 
of his Troops would defert from him. The Garrifon of Tom-- 
nay was commanded by the Uajc^vs^ie Siirville^ Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral, ^ho was wounded in the Siege of Villc^ and Mondeur. 
Megrigni^ who as firft Ingineer, had the Dire9:ion of the For- 
tifications of the Cittadel,was Governor of it. The chief ftrength 
of the Fortifications of that Place confifts in the great number of 
Mines made under them ^ fothat notwithftanding 1 60 Pieces 
of Artillery (of which above ico were Twenty-fotuf Pounders} 
and 60 Mortars,thai were to be employed on ourBatteries,there 
was great occaiion for Sapping^ for which Service, Minefs 
had been fent hither from Ju//f, and others ordered fiom 
Mafiricht^ and with them Monfieur du Mee the Ingineer, wh^ , 
was Direftbr of one of rhe Attacks againll the Town o£ 
L/7/(f. 

On the 8th the Trenches were advanced within 100 Paces of 
the Counterfcarp. Some Peafants who were amongff thePk 
oneers, apd had been formerly employed in making the Mines 
under the Cittadel, did offer 10 difcover them to our IngU 
neers ; and fome faid our Generals had a Plan communtci.- 
^ted to them, which (hew'd diftindly where every . Mine lay;a 
If this wasfo, it would 4ave us much Time and Blood. The 
lame Day we had Intelligence, that the Chevalier de Luxem- 
burgk with a Detachment from the Marefchal de ViUars^ 
Army was encamped at Crepn near St. GbiJUi/i^ whore he cat- 
peftel to. be joyned by the troops which were coming ftoqpi 
Alface^ in order afterwards to attempt to make fome Diverfion 
in Brabant: But to prevent any Surprize^ 'twas thought ficceP 
fary to lay under Water, by means of the Sluices, the Avenuei 
to "the Anderlecht Gate of BruJfeU^ and other proper Mea- 
lures were: taken to frufirate any , Defign the Enemy might 
form on that fide. The ^th, lotb and nth aotbine materi^ 
happened, by reafon of the great Rains we; had for feveral 
days, vifhich however did not hinder us from, ered:ing our 
Batteries with all the fpeed the bad Weather would pertoit, 
and although the violent Rains retarded our Approaches^ yet 
they proved of a great Advantage to us another way, in fwel- 

ling 
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ling the Sche/d'y fo that notwitbftanding the Enem/ had kept 
the Sluices /hat at Valenciennes^ Co/idedLvA Bouchain^ ihere wjs 
Water enough to bring up all ihe Artilleiy and Stores to the 
Camp; by which much Time, Expence and Toil, which other- 
wife it muft neceffarily have coft us to bring ail NeceiTdries for 
the Siege by Land Carriage, were faved. The loth, the Befieged 
made a Salley with 500 Men ^ but the Spanijh Soldiers who 
had the Van of the Party, cryilig out as they approached our 
Men, that they were Defei ters, the reft ran bacU into the Place. 
The 1 2th at Night they made another Salley by the Valen- 
. ciehnes Gate \ but General hot turn had eftaU'ih'd fuch good 
Order at his Attack on that fide, that they were jprefently dri- 
ven in aeain with the lofs of 17 Men killed. The fame day 
in the Atternoon, Prince Eugene viewed all the Attacks, and 
order M fome Alteration at that of General Vageh The i;th, 
we began at the Attack of dcxxiit Lottum to tiie from 2 Bai* 
terlesof 12 Pieces of Cannon ^cb, with fo much fuccefs, 
that we foon difmoodted the Guns of the Enemy on that (ide^ 
and beat down a Windmill froii/ which they much annoyed 
Our Men in the Trenches. We begun at the fame Attack to 
^re from another Battery to break open the Sluyces, as did 
the Bitteries at the Attack of General fa^U ^nd thofe at the 
Attack of General Schuylembiargh. The £nemy made a great 
Fire upon us; But upon an exa3 enquiry, 'twas found that we 
did not lofe above 90 Men a day. We advanced within 10 
Paces of the Counterfcarp at the Attack of General fagel^ 
but the Left of the Attack of Count hottum being a* 
gainft the Counterfcarp of the Cittadel, which, as well 
^the Glacis, is countermin'd, we were obliged to proceed with 
the utmofl caution by the wav of the Sdp, in otdd: to difcovec 
thdr Mines. We received Advice from the Enemies Camp un- 
der the Marefchal ie ViUars^ that 90000 Men of his Army had 
fhade a motion towards T^ovaay^ whillt dooo moved towards 
EftMires ; which made us belieye, that they had a defign to re* 
lieve Tournay y wherefore Orders wete given in our Camp to 
tie ready to receive them, but in the Evening News was brought 
that tbofe Detachments having contented tbemfelv^ with the 
taking a Tour round their Intrenchments, were returned to 
their fornier Pofb. Notwithftanding the violoni Kalns we 
had the 14th and t$th, the'Slege went on apace, and the ijth 
we drew op a Line of Cooununication of aco Paces at the At- 
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tack of Count Lot rum tropi che P.iratlel lo ibe Scheld, and per- 
fefled a Battery of 22 Pieces of Cannon, he TEnemies ha- 
ving Cift up a fecond Intrenchmentor Line, ihe better to cover 
their Sluices and the Wall of the Town, Count Lottum caufed 
the fame to be attacked tlie 15th at Night, and a Lieutenaoc , 
with 20 Men having Ua^'d into the fame, the Enemies abaa-. 
don*d that Work and retired, except 2 Soldiers who tpok tha£ 
opportuniiy to deferr. We had no Men killed in that Aftion> ^ 
and only a Grenadier wounded. We caft up immediately 3' 
Line of 1 90 F^ces parallel to that which ve bad taken, and 
inade a Lodgment thereon. Twenty two Pieces of Cannoa 
and 4 Mcriais were mounted in the Night on the Bfttteity a-- . 
foreCild, which began the i6:h to bJttct ebe Wall that maclq. 
the Comnaunication between the Town and CittadeL tbe'CitnR 
day we took the other Iniienchment before the faid Wall, 
without any oppolition, and begin to taile another BattexjT! 
noainft that Wall, which is the only defence of the Tp!(Pii,6i^ 
that fide. We likewlfemade a Lodgment on t;he i5-h,ai; tfajif^ 
Attack of General Sdmlembur^b on the Sal iant Angle 0$ tbft 
Horgfrork on the lett of the Attack, and cjrrled on out Trea-j 
ches along the Flank, making on the Right ^ toJgnaent oq the 
Saliant Angle of the Ravelin. Wpbegaaat the fjme time to 
pnJpare a Batterv againft the lower part of the Wall, the o^ 
thers being infumcient to-hive gny Effeft. The Approach^ 
were carried on with no lefs fucceis at the' Attack of Gene^ 
ral Vagei; fora^^er having batter'd with, a, great ^^\ of Fmy 
the 15th and 16th, the Ravelin hecwe^n iheGa:e oi Marvts-^ • 
and the ^{pp^T $chiid, and made a Bieach vvlde eao]^t(>^^ 
monnted: We lodged o^r' felves [r\ the Night , betwi^en.thq 
t6^h and 17th by means oi'ths Sap, on both Ddttoi-t^eS^^ 
liant Angle of the faid Work, The fame Night w§. dre«p up 
a Parallel of 80 Paces at the Attack of Count Lottfti^ fron^ 
the Foot of the Hilt to.the Water, and caft up a Line .of^Gpflii 
fliurflcaiiOn;tff .130'Pabcs.. Wt pei:fe£led,thQfc Worts; the 17^^ 
At Night', and augm'erA:cd the B^ti^ry to make a.^qcb^<t9, aft

Line "before the Counterfcarp, in, order to A: tack it the i-Scfaj 
which was done accordingly, and we had on this. QCMfjoH jat

oiijflelves at il(e' Attack 6f (^i^eral'F^t/' all a^ng^tteji^^iiV, 
fidtics, withthefofi bf4oor''xoMenkiiledoi vvouaded.

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"-^ our Bombs fet on fire in the Night the Cazernes in the Cit- 
tidel; -and they could not put ir out till next Morning. The 
■f^encht as we were intormed, had marked out a Line from 
Douiay loOitde, aiid fummoned Pioneers to work on the fame. 
The Marefchal de Vil^s had feparated his Cavalry into ftve- 
i'al Bodies, which wer« incamped between Dou>ay and Valen- 
ciennes, which laft Place they fortify'd with all imaginable A'p- 
plicatioo; ■ 

■ ■ On rhe'iflth at Night we caft up a Parallel Line Of 80 
Paces at the Attack of Count' lorrum towards the Gate of 
Valenciennes^ and we had but i Man kill'd and 18 wound- 
ed. The Miners continued Sapping in 9 difterent Places to 
difeover rbe Enemies Mines. The 1 9th we continued our Ap- 
tiroacbes, and' Intended in the Night to carry them as far as the 
Gats of Valenciennes j but 4s we came out of the Parallel, we 
found our felves on the Wall of the old Couoterfcarp. which 
tould not be pierc'd through till the 20 th in the Morning. 
We extended our Parallel on the Igft above 70 Paces, and the 
Sap'was continued iil 10 feveral Places, during which time 
we made a terrible Fire from the great Battery to inlarge the 
Breach. In the Night between the 20th and 2 iK, we endea- 
vour'd to 'make out felves Mafters of the Work which is be- 
fore the Gate oi Valenciennes j but the Befieged made a Sally 
to preveny :'r, and pot at firft our Workmen into 'difprder, 
iA^t were loog.repulfed. We bad thereby an Ingineer' called 
Cavailler'^'SXeit and 2 others wounded, with about ioo So'dt- 
ers and Workmen killed and wounded. This Sally having in- 
terrupted our Deiign, we contented our felves to extend our 
Line to <5o Paces of the Gate aforefaid. Laft, Night we ad- 
vanced out Sai^ping towards tlie iiime 26 Paces, ..being not a- 
ble to proceed farther by reafon of 3 Sallies the Bclieged 
made one after another, wherein they put our Workmen into 
diforder, notwithftanding the care that was taken to cbv^ 
them.

Having relaied the . moft material Aftions that have hap* 

fened at tie Attack of Count iarrftw Crice' tli'e j8th irftaot, 
fluUproCMd liovf to' 'the other Attack?',' and' fitfffe that of 
D 2 Ge- 
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General R/^^/* The Ditch of the Place on that fide bring a 
Brjncli 6i ihc.Scbe/J, and therefore not eafily to be pafied, 
and ! he Ground very d fficul ; by reafon of the Stones ^ our Ge- 
nerals did nor intend to carry on that Attack any farther tl»n 
ir might he feiviceable to favour tjtic Succefs of that of 
Count Lot turn. We did neverthelefs perfefl: our Works on 
that fide, and on the lyth in the N^ht extended our Lodg- 
ments from the Angle of the Counierlcarp of the Ravelin- to 
the firft Place cf Arms on the left of the faid Ravelin.. We 
drew up a Line from the Glacis of the Counterfcarp to 
the (lift Parallel^ being defjgned to cover a Battery of ixrkces 
of Cannon, which were to fire fo etllarge the Breach. at 
the Attack of Count i cttim^ and into this Covered Wav on 
the fame iidefrom the Scheld to the Qttadel, which would ve* 
ry much facilitate the Succefs of that Atuck. Lafl: Night 
we made our felves Matters of the whole Counterfcarp at* 
the Attack of General i'agel, and the Battery aforementioned 
being ready, we fired into the Covered Way of the Enemies on 
the other fide of the Scheldt before the Attack of Count Lottum^ 
with fo much fuccefs, that 'twas thought impoflible for the Be* 
freged to maintain themfelves therein. We continued to en- 
large our Breach^ The Attack of General Schaylemburgb 
advanced at the fame time very much. Befides the two 
Batteries we had ere£fed there the i8th on the Counterfcarp^ 
we prpared another, which began to fire the 21 ft with 
fo gopdan,EflFe^, that the Breaches in the Him work,, the 
Ravelin and xht Wall of the Town were in ^ condition to be 
mounted, and the Saps werecairied to the Wall of the Ditch, 
which we found might be eafily -pi ercM^to make a Pe&ent into 
the fame We continued however to fire from all the Batte- 
lies to inbrge the Breaches^ and according to all the Dlfpo«. 
fitibns we had made at all the Attacks, our Generals intenaed 
fo S;orm the Town the 24th at Night, or 25th at fanhcft, un- 
lefs we were prevented in it by the Eiemies Capitulating foe 
J^he Tov^fl, By Deferters that came over to us that Day we 
ivere informed, that there was a great Uproar is the Town 
Yefterday cccafioned bv the Governors giving Orders to tran« 
fport into the Cittadelall the Corn and Frovi Sons, that were 
|n the Town^ whereupon about iSoo Women had rifen with 
Spies, Porks, &c. to oppofe it, and the Governor being afraid 
olFa gebetal lofurredion, had thought fit to allow them. a 
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fufficient quantity for their fubfiftance. Nothing hippencd 
vforth Notice till the 27.ih, (fave only, that Licutenaut Gwiieral 
Withers h^m^'\^ the Tienctcs received a flight Contuiion in 
hfs Breaft by a fmali Shot) which was the Day appointed f#r 
the Storm of the Ravelin, and the Half Moon at the Attack 
ot General Schuylemburgh ; but before I give an account of the 
fuccefsof it, 1 fball return to the Grand Anme5, and relate as 
briefly as poiTible, what was tranfa£led there. 

On the 2orh Piincc Eugejtc went to Sujinra/id ftom the Grand 
Army incamp'd at Willemaux^ to view the Fortifications of 
that Place, which were ordered to be made> and which were 
carried on with all pofTible fpeed. That Prince being re- 
turned, a Detachment pf iooo Men was fent to take poUeflicn 
of Marcbieji/ifOniiiQ Scarpi^ between St. Amani and Dotvay^ 
where they were to intrench and fortify themfelves to facilitate 
the £)efigns of our Generals after the taking of Tour/ray. We 
were informed at the fame time, that the Enemies had a£lual- 
ly ajcco Pioreers at Work on their new Lines from Dou:ay 
10 Homaige on th^ other iide of the &tfr/^^ near MercbiennCy and 
from ihence to the Sebeld near Conde % that their Cavalry was 
(till in their feveral Cimps along their Intrenchments, and that 
their Infantry was potted in the following manner : From Dow- 
ay along the Caail ofCourrieres 26 Batallions^ from Coarrieresxo 
the Morafsof^/Vf^^on ttie faid CiQal 22 Bataliions ; irom thence 
the Morafs of C^/Kf^r//? along the Intrenchment 62 Ba'allions, 
befides 12 oth^ris, which formed a iecond Line behind the for- 
mer at Annequin> Tbey had befides 24Batallions and 12 Re- 
giments of Horfe and Dragoons along the Lys undei the Com- 
mand oF MoDfieur^r^r/j^/rtf/Tjand another Body under the Com- 
mand of Monfieur deCoigniy incamp'd by Plo:oons f:om Dovoay 
to ytf/^;7d^irjr^/, an4^ the Troops under the Chevalier de Imx^ 
tmburgh^ between i^uiruraia and Oifpin near Conde. Seme 
Advices afiared uis^ that they were laying Bridges on the 
Uaifnc near Sc Ghifliin^ and gave oa% that they were to at- 
tempt a Diverfion in :Brj^j>vA) but tbey having not done it 
in the beginning of the :Si(ge of T^ourmty^ when they had a 
^vourable opportunity andjiberty to march where they plea fed, 
we could not believe that they would venture upon fuch a 
Motion at a time when the Town was upQQ the point to fur<^ 
noder. The Troops of the f/ench Kjog & UQu|(hold had a very» 
noble Ucqjpatlon ia^patri^Ung-perpetfisiUy^ Hlong ibell Lines to 
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*J?tcvent the Defertion of other Troops ; but notwithftanding 
their care, they came over to us in great numbers ^ and re- 
ported. That through the bad Bfcad, and other ill Food they 
were forced to fubfift upon, the Army begun to be viwyfickly, 
and that a bloody Flux had already (Wept away abundance of 
their Men. On the 23d a ftrong Detachment of the Enemies 
Army attacked the Poft oiHafncrt nearSr. Amand on the Scarpr^ 
wherein was Monfieur Damnnz a Pruffian Captain with 1 20 
Men, who bravely defended that Poft for a confiderable time, 
but having loft 30 ot his Men, and the number of the Enemy 
increaling, he quitted it, and retired with the reft of his Men 
to Sr. Amandx The Irench bad- at this Attack a great 
number of their Men killed, and among fheni CoUonel 
Albergciti. On the i^th the iDuke of- Marlborough received 
Advice that the Mwefchal ieVillars had made a Motion with 
his Army, and was incamped with his Left near Dovoay^ and 
his Right along the Caufey of Vulenciennes ^ that they did en- 
large the f ortificitions of^ this lafi Place, and was cafting li'p a 
Bank before the Gate of G7;r& to makean Inundatlon^and hinder 
-the Approach to chat Place on that fide: Thafrt they made the fatne 
Preparations for the Defence of Onde^ and would caft up new 
Lines there : That ibe Marefchal de miliars had left a Flying 
Oimp near JLrifij for the iecuriry ot his Inrrenchments : That 
h&hid iient his heavy '^ggage to Doway^ and that he give out, 
to xtlltv^ Tour /?ay. Notwithttanding all tbefe K eports, atii 
the feveral Motions the french had made, our Generals did 
not think fit to change rfadr Gimp, but contented th^fdves 
to reinforce the Ganifon of Jitk il;9srtf/?i, to poft a Brigade of 
Foot at St. Maur^ a - Villagoneiir that Town, and- to' build a 
krge Fort at ?«?;//•» 7r^^;f?fcf "the- fecuritjr of that important 
Poft. We (hall leave rhetafora'w'hilfe ^hdferurn to the Siege; 
The 27th being order'd to ftorm the -Ravelin and Half Moon 
at the Attack of General Schuylefuhm^gh^ as I hmted beSfore, 
the Difpofitions theretc? werc'riiiade,'"and^ -the "Attack begmii 
and notwithftandiftg the .v?g6rote *feto*nGe df- thi ^Snemy; 
>and their priodiglo^is 6fe, we Ibdgfid bur Telves oh' thofe Works 
and perfeftcd ou«. Lodgment by favour ot the continual fire we 
made from our Cannon and Mortars, The faid Attack was 
commanded bjriljiefiteAaiK-General H^/Jif>'j', notwrithftandingthe 
Gontufion- he^Secrfved^hen he ^&ft'^mou«ted the Tiendies; 
We fhould )idv« 9](ftft^lW*gMfter-R€&ftaiicfr; 'had the^Befiegetf 
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believed that that Attack, was *a true and ijot a felfeone, to fa- 
vour the Succefs.of the other two ^ wherefore they did not 
make tAofe Preparations vofa^fa were; (Qquifjyte on that fide ^ 
but finding their Miftake; aDd'-^^irfiiicig'ab^tijng, they jlr^vt* 
their Force that way,- and on the 28A made a SalUy; to retake 
the Works they had loft the Night before. They attacked 
our Men, commanded by the Duke of Argylds who receive* a 
flight Wound,^ very briskly; hut were lepulfeiwith great lofs, 
and we finiflied our Lodgment. : Wc. malier; the «cetf 3 ry Pre- 
parations for a GenerattMotni^ but were:prcvented by. the Be- 
fieged, who fearing «> be taken Sword in: Hand, hoified their 
Colours at Gtntx^XScbuyiemhurgFi Attack, beat a Parlev, and. ^ 
defired to capitulate for the Town, wh^ch^ was granted upon 
the Provifa, that thd Dtike of Marlborm^ wpuW ^onfent to 
ix'i: Ar> Aid dtt' Camp^ was difpatch'd to hii Hlghnefe at Wille- 
ntAux, and that Prince having confer 'd wdth Prince Eugene and 
the Deputies of the States^ it was agreed to Gapitulare. Ho* 
ffag€8 were exchanged accordingly, and the Enemy fent out 
Brigadier iu Metz and Brigadier Llverny : Brigadier. -Pr/vz-f. 
rofQ was fent from Count Lott urn's Attack, and Brigadier ^bin 
from General Schuylemburgh's in their room. TbC' Artides 
for the fmrender of the Town wfere agreed upon late^' tifafc^ E- 
vening, jpurfuant to which the L///^- Gate was delitered, to" us 
the ne^tt tXiy, ^and iche Garri £on lietired mtO the .

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Tcfufci him, and leave given only to difpatch one of hi$ Offi. 
cers on the joih to the Frcftch General, to give him an ac- 
count of Matters, who was obliged toieturn into the Cittadel 
the lit ofAuiuH. We demanded on our Part, That Hoftages 

* ftiould be left for the Payment of the Funcb King's Debts : 

* That the Keys of the Magazines (hould be delivered up ; 

* That the Mines (hould be laithfully difcovet'd 5 and that 

* the Inhabitants of the City might have leave to witbdtaw 
^ their Effects out of Fr4r;7r^. Thus that important Place was 
forced to yield to the Viftorious Arms of the Allies,. almoft 
in fight of the whole French Army, after 21 days Siege, which 
convinced the Enemies, that their impregnable Fortifications^ 
as they boldly trailed them, were to be conquered. Exptefles 
were immediately difpatch'd to all the Courts of the 'Allies 
with this agreeable News, and General Page/ amongft others, 
rook that opportunity to write to the States General the folr 
lowing Letter; which being more particular in relation to the 
Attack of that General tlian other Accounts^ I thought fit co 
inferr it here. ' 



High and Mighty Lords ^ 

HAving advanced by Trenches with the Troops of Your 
High Mightinefles at our Attack to the Ditch of the 
Place, wlere a fufficient Breach was made in the Wall ; and 
our Men being about Co fill the Ditch, for which all MfKteruiIs 
were ready. Alfo at the Atuck of Count Lottum^ Lodgment 
being made on the edge of the Ditch of the Work attack'd 
on that fide ; and General Scb»yiemburgh at his Attack ha- 
ving laft Night lodged his Men in a Homwork^ and an ad- 
joy ning Kavelin. The Enemy (who had 2 Nights before 
made great Fires for Signals, and laft Night give moreSig. 
nals by RocketsJ hung out White Flags at the Three Attacks 
about 6 a Clock this Evening, and beat a Parly. I would 
not negleS difp itching fpeedily this important News ro 
your High Mightineues in all Dutifulnefs^ congratulating 
you thereupon) and hoping that in a fhort tim? your High 
MightinefTes will receive yet greater fatisfaS;ion by the 
Bleffing of God on Your Arms^ which I Heartily wi(b,

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The Capitulation for the Town oiTcnmay being concluded^ 
and the Hoftiges reiurned, the Garrifon retired into, the Cit- 
tadel, and the E irl of Albemarle^ who was made Governor 
of the Town, took pofleflion thereof with 12 Batallions. We 
had during the Sie^e of chat Place 3210 Men killed and wound- 
ed, viz. at the Attack of Count Lottum 849, at the Attack of 
General Schuylemburgh 1 300, and at the Attack of General 
fagel 105$, which in eonfideracion of the ftrength of the 
Place, and the great number of Mines renders that important 
Conqueft the more Glorious. All things being thus fettled, 
General Fagel^ according to the Order he had received from 
the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene^ caufed all the 
Lines of Circumvallation to be leveird, pafs'dthe Schcliy and 
joinM the Grand Army, which ctiade a Motion, and encamped 
at Orchies the 4th of Augujl. TheT)uke of Marlborough took 
his Quarters at x\iQ Com&ax of Tbiomoulin, half a MUefrom 
Orcbies *, Prince Eugene his at a Monaftry under the Walls of 
the Town, and the Field-Deputies fit'd theirs in the Town. 
We (hall leave them there for a while, and go back to the 
Siege of the Cittadel oiTournayf where by Order of our Ge- 
nerals two Attacks were formed, the one under the Command 
of Count Lottum^ the other under the Command of General 
Schuylemburgh. They had under them Lieutenknts-General 
Dedem^ Oxenfttern^ Spatr^ f^nk, Witberf^ Wackcrbaert^ Hey- 
den and the Duke or Argyks The Majors General Denhoff^ 
Hamilton^ Wajfenaer^ Keppel^ Vegelin^ Woudenburgb^ Temflc^ 
Dalberge^ zx\a Uobendjorff ; the Brigadiers Gouvain, Grumkaw^ 
Bork^ Primrefe^ Sabin^ Sturler^ Chambrier^ Malsburgb^ Berck- 
offer and Welderen. The Batallions emplovcd in that Seryice 
were,.! Imp^rialijls^ 4 Britijh^ viz. fvebb^ North and Gray, 
How and Godfrey •, 2 Damjh^ 3 Prufflans^ i Saxons^ 3 hunen- 
burgher f^ i of fVlrtembergb^ ilieffiant^ a Munfierians and 
10 Dutch. Thefe Forces having taken their Pott afligned thcm^ 
the Lines of Cicumvallation were ^rawn, the Trepches open- 
ed, and the Attacks begun, but the Marquis de Surville de* 
fpairing of Relief, and finding himfelf not in a condition to 
holdout long, defired of our Generals, to appoint a Perfon 
on their part to, treat with another he fhould Name, which 
being confented to, the Princes of SiWoy and M^arlborough or- 
dered the Sjieur de Lalo^ Brigadier in the Briti/h Troops to 
meet the'Marquls i^ Rtft^i^ff^^r, appointed by the Marquis ^^ 
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SurvtlU to receive his Pfbpofals, and to agree with him there^ 
on. After a hiort Conference they drew up and fubfcribed the 
following Agreement. 

That the Citcadel of Tournay (hall be evacuated and deli- 
vered to the Allies on the the jth of September neit at Noon. 
But in cafe the King's Army obliges the 30 Bitallions and 10 
/kjuadrons (^amounting to about 1 8000 Men) employed in the 
Siege to laife it, the Capitulation (hall be void. 

That the Garrifon of the Cittadel, as well Officers as Sol* 
diers, (hall march out with Arms and Baggage and the Ho- 
fiours of Wat on the %i\x of Septemberneyit at Noon, and (hall 
be conduced in faTety by the (horteft way to the neareft Town, 
or to the Army of france^ at the choice; of the Marquis de 
'Surville^ or of the Perfon who (hall command. 

On the 8th of Auguji in cafe Mon(ieur ie K€6\gnan brings 
the Ratification of the uourt, fufficient Ho(tages (hall be given 
on both fides : and .a Gate (hall be delivered after the Capitula- 
tion (hall be (igned by the aforementioned Piincipals the 8th or 
^^diAuguJi. 

That the Guard which the Allies (hall place at the faid Gate 
of the Cittadel (hall not exceed the hum1>er of 300 Men, in the 
midft of which Gate a Barrier (hall be made in the ufual 
manner. ^ . . 

That Commiflaries (hall be appointed to fee that the faid 
30 Batallions and xo Squadrons (hall remain before the laid 
Cittadel till the day ftipulated, which is the Jth of the Month 
of September next \ and that none of thofe Troops (hall 
be employed otherwife than in invefting the Cittadel^ or 
in keeping the Town oL Tournay^ till after th^' time that 
die Cittadel (hall be evacuated^ and delivered up to the 
Allies. 

That the Hoftages given on the part of the Allies, (hall be 
Authorized by the Marquis i£ Survtlle to view the Magazines, 
Artillery, Ammunitioni of War, Provifions and other things 
that are to be'l^ft in the Cittadel after the evacuation, in the 
tondition they are in on the 8th of Augufl. But 'tis under- 
itocd^ that ufe (hall be made of the Thin^ nece^ry for 
the daily fub(iftance of the Ganifon, till the Pay of the Eva- 
cuation I and the Marquis ie Surville (hall promife, that the 
furplus of the faid Ammunitions^ &€• (haU not bediilipated 
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ihor damaged during the time the Gacrifon (hall remain in the 
Cittadcl. . 

That the 8th or 9 th oi Auguft next, the Gate (hall be pat 
Into the Polteflion of the Allies •, and firom the ligning of the 
Capitulation there (hall be z Cefl&tion of Arms on both 
fides. 

Doae and concluded in two Iflftruments of the fame Tenor, 
the 4th of Auguji 1709. If. one Word be alterM in them, the 
Agreement to be noU.

The Marquis de Ravignan was thereupon fent with this ^ 
Agreement to france^ to procure the Ratification of the Vrench 
K!n^9 from whence he was to return the 8th infiiint. During 
this Interval the Treniches were canied on with all due appli- 
cation, that in cafe the Kii^ of fraxce (hould refufe to ap- 
prove of the above Agreement, nothing might retard the Siege. 
The day agreed upon fof the return of the Marc^uis de Ravignan 
being ^ome, he arrived in our Camp accordmgly, with the 
News that his Maftef would not ratify the iaid^Agreemenr, 
toncluded betwe|n him and the Brigadier Zalo^ onlefs the 
Ceflfation of Arms be ^extended likewife to all the Operations 
of War in the Netherlands to that Time, which our Generals 
and the Deputies of the States did not think fit to confent to ; 
wherefore the Marquis de Ravignan retired into the Cittadel^ 
and the Siege thereof was canied on wirh all the Vigour ima- 
ginable. 

On the 8th early in the Morning, theBefi^ed made a Sal- 
ley, but notice being given us thereof by Deierters, we fuf- 
feted them to . advance pretty near ^ whea the Palatine Regi- 
ment of Uaxhaufen charged them and obliged thrni to retire 
with the lofs of an Officer and 8 Soldiers killed. We had 
that Night an Ingineer killed and 20 Men wounded, by 
the difcovery o£ a Mine^ out of which we took one Barrel 
of Fowd^, iVBoqib and feveral Grenadoes. The Befiegol 
fprvog 4 Mines from li at Kbon till 7 it Night, 3 whereof 
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did us little damage, but the laft ruined out Approaches near 
30 Paces ; whereby vye had 28 Men killed. The 9th we dif- 
covered a Mine at a Place where *6o Grenadiers were pofted^ 
who received Orders to withdraw, and about a quarter of an 
Hour after thefaid Mine fprung, without doing us the leaft da- 
mage. In the Night we were bufy in repairing our Lines, du- 
ring which time we had 4 Miners, i Sergeant and % Men kiU'd 
and 21 wounded. The Night between the 9th and roth, jz 
Mortars and 72- Hauwitzers were mounted on the Batteries \ 
and General Schuylemhurgh opened the Trenches near the Gate 
of %i. Martimt the fame time. We begun alfo a Line of 
Ccmmunication on the Right of the Bteach near the Gate of 
Valenciennes^ which extended to the Line of the Cover'd 
Way ; but we could not advance very much becaufe of the 
Rocky Ground On the loth at 4 a Cloclc in the Morning, 
the Enemies fprung a Mine, upon which a Captain and 6q 
Men were potted, whereof 8 were killed and 7 digged out of the 
Ground alive. Between the loth and nth at Night w« fi- 
niflied our Line of Communication, and at 10 a Clock at 
Night, the Befieged fprung another Mine, which killed and 
wounded 9 of our Men j whereupon they cndeavoiir'd to make, 
a Sally, bm we receiv d them fo well, that they immediately te*« 
tired. By the blowing up of the Mine afore^id, we difcovered 
1 Gallery walled up 7 foot high and 4 foot broad, by which 
means we hop'd to find feveral other Mines. We found in that 
Gallery 9 Barieb of Powder, fome Bombs and Hand Grenadoes, 
and had 3 Men killed and 7 wounded. Tile Ingineer Woften'^ 
haven was buried under Ground, but digg'd out again alive«^ 
The nth we began 10 throw Bombs and Hand Grenadoes from 
a Battery of 8 Mortars and 6 Hauwitzers, which wasereited on 
the Cover'd Way of the Hornvvork near the Gate of St. Mar- 
tin. About II a Clock the Enemies fprung another Mine on 
the Lett of the Attack of General Lottumy by which we had 
i; Men killed and wounded. At Noon they made a great 
fire upon us, which abated very much at Night* We had 
3 Serjeants and n private Men kill'd, and i Captain^ i Sub- 
altern, 3 Sergeants and 34 Workmen wounded; The beft part 
of the Night we were bufy in repairing the damages our Works 
had received by the Ipringing of the Enemies Mines, and ad- 
vanced along the Gallery atorefaid. On the 12th at Night 
^e Befieged fprung a Mine in the middle of the Trenches of 
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Count Lottum^ within 10 Paces of the Parallel, but without 
any effeO:. We continued our Works along the aforefaid GaU 
lerjr, and notwithltanding the grc»t fire from the Cittadcl, we 
hadonljr i Subaltern and 10 private Men killed, and r Suba!* 
tern and ;6 Men wounded. The 13th at Nighc the Enemies 
fprung another Mine, which (hook our whole trench without 
doing any other damage than the filling two of our Mines, 
wherein i Man was buried. That Night jire had i Subaltern 
%vA % Men killed, with an Officer ardi4 Soldiers wounded. Our 
Miners difcover^d a GiUerv of the Enemy ^s Mines at the Attack 
of General SchHylemburgb'^ wherein they found a Traverfe, 
which that General caufed to be attacked in the Night be- 
tween the 13th and X 4th by 6 G ren'adiers armed Cap a- pee, 
who drovQ' the Enemy from thence, and we advanced about 
50 Paces therein, but were ftopt by another Traverfe, which 'V 

was refolved to be attacked the Night following. By the 
difcovery of that Gallery, wefetured our great Batieryagainlt 
any danger. The 15th nothing of Moment happened, and we 
could not difiodge ihe Enemy from their Intrencbments. in the 
Gallery, by reafon of the ftinking Smoak they made, with 
which our Men were almoft ftified to Dearth. That Night the 
Befieged made a molt terrible Fire at the Atuck of Count 
L?ttum^ and threw a great many Bombs, which did no other 
damage than the killing of an'^JBnfign and 4 Soldiers. At Break 
of Day they fprung a great Mine at the fame Attack, with** 
out doing us anv hurt: We had that Day i Subaltern and 10 
Men killed, and % Subalterns and 74 Men wourded. They 
fprung another MinC) which filled one of ours and buriel i 
Subaltern and a Wotkmen, killed a Subaltern and 6 Soldiers, 
and wounded 10 Men. The i^th in the Night we difcovered 
another iGallcry^ which the Enemy pretended to defend ; but 
our Men beat them from thence with Grenadoes and Piftol- 
fhot, T20 other Arms being ufeful in that Place; We had 
.on this occafion 2 Men killed and v% wounded. The I7fh 
1 8th and J9th we difcovered feveral Galleries, ard advanced in 
our Works pretty much. The Enemies fprung 2 Mines ^ by the 
firft we had % Men killed, and the other filFd ui> one of ours« 
without any other damage ^ but the Fire of the Befieged kill d 
us an Enfign and 12 Soldiers, and wounded i9 Men. We ^ 

perfeQed 2 Batteries, one of 8 Mortars and 8 Hauwitzers, and 
the other of 5 Mor ars, to throw Stones into the Cittadel. 
We prepared al& another Battery for. 13 Pieces of Cannon to 
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hzittt the Place with 32 Pieces. On the 20th we dilcovered 
at the Attack of General Schuylemburgh a Mine, that was di. 
re8:iy under oneot'omr Batteries of Mortars, and tpokout the 
Powder and 18 Bombs lodged therein : About ^ in the After* 
noon the Beiieged iprung a Mine between our Trenches and the 
Copponiere, they had in the Ditch, withfuch an eflFe£l, that 
part of the Wall from the Town to the Cittadel, 2 Branches of 
our Trenches, a Pacallel, 2 Saps and 2 Mines were ruined, and 
a Captain, 2 Enfigns and 19 Soldiers tailed. At the lame time 
they fprung a Mine at the Attack of Count Lottum^ but without 
doing us the ieafl: damage. The 21ft we difcovered a Mine^ 
out of which we tooli 800 weight of Powder ^ and at the Attack 
of Count [^/r^MT the Enemies butft 2 Bombs agaigft a G^lery 
where our Men were at work, butthqrdid us no hurt The 2 2d 
ourMinnets difcovered the Branch of another Mine; and as 
they were bufie in finding out the Mine it felf^they heard the Ene- 
my work on a great Gailery ^ whereupon a Lieutenant and 16 
Grenadiers were ordered to diflodge them, but the Lieutenant be- 
ing killed at the firft Onfet his Men were dilheartned and retired. 
Another Officer with a frefh Detachment w^s immediately com- 
manded to execute that Order, bat the Enemies throwinga great 
many Grenadoes, and making a terrible Smoak our Men were 
forced to retire, to prevent being fufiEocated. The 2%ii in the Af* 
ternoon our Miners, fupported by a Lieutenant and 12 Grena* 
diers, were at work to pierce through a Traverfc, crofi the 
Gillery they had difcovered ^ but they could not proceed there- 
in, becaufe the Enemy threw in a great quantity of Straw, 
Hemp and Powder, fet the fame on fire, and made fuch a Smoak 
that the faid Lieutenant aid 8 Grenadiers were fuiFocated there- 
with. The Enemies fprung a large Mine at the Attack of 
" Count Lottum \ but we having withdrawn all our Men except 
4 Centinels, one whereof was killed by the blowing up of that 
Mine and the reft retired. I Ihall now return to the Gamp at 
Orcbhjj and relate the moft material Tranfa£lions that hap^ 
pen'd there. 

Oil the 8th infifcant, after the return of the Princes of Savoy and 
Mar/borough, Lieutenant General Caioi^n was commanded 
with 2000 jGrenadiers to diflodge the Enemy from the Abbey 
of Marchiennes on this fide the Scarpe^ wherein they had poft- 
' ed 5oo Mer. On the 9th the laid General fent word, that he 
had fcund that Place fortify'd by a Ditch full of Water 
and PalUfadoed, fo that he defired a further Reinforcement ^ 
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whereupon looo Foot with 8 Pieces -of Cannon were otderM to 
join him ^ but t^e Enemies having reinforced that Gariifon with 
3 coo Men, and our Generals not finding the Place of any 
Confequence to us,/ they gave Orders for our Troops to with- 
draw, and return to their former Pofts. 'A Detachment ot 200 
Uujfars znd 100 Dragoons being fent out to get Intelligence of 
the Enemy, they encountered 400 Horfe and too GrenadijSis, 
routed them, and brought in a Major, 1 3 other Officers and 1 20 
Men Prifoners, befides a Booty of 180 Horfes. On the loth 
another Party of 1 20 of our HuJJari under the Command of 
the Imperial Collonel Defoffy, met a P^rty of 100 Horfe of 
the Enemy, whom he charged, Itillcd pioft of them, and pur- 
fucd the reft to the very Gates of \ atenciennes^ where 2 of his 
Men were killed by a Shot from the Walls. The fame day a* 
nother fmall Party of our i£^rx cut in Pieces the greateft 
parfof 60 of the Enemy's Foot, and made the reft Prifoners. 
The following days to the 27th, nothing material pafs'd, ex- 
cept that the Princes of Savoy and Marlborough went in Perfon 
to view the fituaton of the Ground towards the Abbey of Aunay 
near Pont^a-Racbe^ where the Enemy intended to take Poft. 
Our Foragers got in their Forage without any moleftation or 
Encounter : But to go back again to the Siege. 

Nothing worth particular Notice happened till the 26th, 
when the Enemies blew up a Mine, which killed us above 100 
Men, and wtunded Monueur du Mee^ one of our chief Ingif> 
neers. In the Night between the 26th and 27th, we lodged 
< our felves pretty near the Pallifadocs, and continued our bub- 
terraneous Works : And on ±e 29th took Poft upon one of the 
Saliant Angles of the Counterfcarp. That day and the jotb, we 
made a moit terrible fire upon the Cittadel, and threw a grear 
many Bombis, which did all the execution that could be deured ; 
whereupon the neceflary Difpofitions were made for an Aflaulc 
on the ^fft, but the Enemy prevented it by beating thff Clyu- 
/;7^ir, and deGring to Opitulate^ Hoftages were thereupon ' 
exchanged on^ both fides. Monfieur Dolet and the Mirquis dr 
RavignaTty Majors General, and 4 other Officers came out of 
the CittadeK and on bur fide Major General Uoniorf with ,5 
Officers more were fent in^ The Pr^/^^fe Hoftages were con- 
veyed to the Earl of Albemarlis Houfe, whether the Duke of 
Marlborough ^vki die Prince of Savoy bad repaire4 to receive 
their Propofals, which were v 'V That ,tl^ Qarri|on (hould 
^ * march 
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* march out with all Mirks ot Honour, la Pieces of Cannon, 
^ 6 Mortars, Ammunition for 20 Charges, and Horfes and 
^ Waggons, nvhich fhould be furnifhed them by as ^ befidet 

* fome others lefs important, but as prefumptive as this Article 
' ic.ited. They (the Frrvrrfe Hoftages) weredefired thereupon 
to withdraw; and after a fhorcConfultation, they were called 
in again, and told by the Princes atorefaid, That no other Con« 
dition could be^ granted, than that the Garrifon Qiould furrender 
Prilbuers of War, which was thought fit to be infifted on, as 
^ell for the Honour of the Arms ot the Allies, as to retalliatc 
the i'rrnch King's having refufed to ratifie the former Capita- 
latior, agreed upon by Brigadier Ldlo and the Marq[uis of Ra* 
vtgnan. this Refolution being communicated to the frcnch 
Holtages aforefaid, they returned into the Gttadel, and a- 
bout ; a Clock in the Afternoon the Hoftilities b^an again. 
But before I proceed further, 'twill not be improper to inferc 
here the following Letter writ by one of our Officers who was 
conftantly in the Trenches, and which ccmtaiiis many Par- 
ticulars. 

Tournay, Auguft 2 r. lyoy. 

* TjFing come out of the Trenches, and an idle Afternoon^ 
^ 3J makes me to let you know, that I am contioued at the 
< hiege of the Cittadel, which I take to be the firoogeft in 
^ Europe. We carry on Two Attacks againft it, and Yefferday 

* the Enemy fprung a Mine at the Attack of Lottum^ which 

* is the 29ch they have fprung at that Attack) and the fame 
' * Day a Mine at the other Attack called Schuylemburgh\ by 

* which we loft Captain WedJal and Lieateaant Roalflon of 

* Ingoldsbys Regiment, with feveral Soldiers. I have b&sa at 
' feveral S eges, but muft confels never was at the like of this .- 

* Wf have not only all the Fire, Art can invent above Ground, 

* but under Gr&und too-, as Bombs, Circafles, Fire-balls, 
'Stink-pots, Grenadoes, Cannon of all forts, Muskets and 

* Wall- pieces, and Stones thrown out of Mortars in abundance 

* Night and Day. All this above Ground againft us : Now to 

* under Ground, as I told you, blowing up like Kites into 

* the A ir, riOt being fure of one Foot of Ground we ftand on, 

* while we are in our Trenches : Our Miners and the Enemy 
^ very often meet each other, where they have (harp Combats 
' till one fide gives way. We. have got into ; or 4 of the 
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* Enemy's great Galleries, which is 30 or 40 Foot under 
' Ground, and leads to feveral of their great Chambers ^ a id 

* in thefe we fight with Lanthorn and Candle, ihey difpu- 

* ting every Inch of the Galleries with us, to hinder our find- 

* ing their great Mines. Laft Night we found one which was 

* plac'd juft under one of oar Bomo-Battterles, in which were 

* 1800 weight of Powder, befides many Bombs ; and if we hnl 

* not beenfo lu^ky to find it, in a few very Houis ourBatterits 
^ with fome hundreds-of Men, had tdken a flight into the Air. 

* We have at leaft 80 Twenty lour Pounders and as many Moi^ 
' tars playing continually on (hem : But thetr Cafemates lave 
' their Men, i^c. 

We continued our batterin;^^ Cittadel widi great Fury 
from the ^iR of Jugufi to thi^Bo^ Sepi ember, and having 
made a fufEcient Breath, we wer^feady for a general Affiult, 
when the Marquis i^ 5/^rui//^ fent out that day to the Earl of 
Albemarle^ and defired to furrender the Cittadel upon fucli 
Terms as we (hould think fit to grant them. Notice being gi- 
ven thereof to Prince Eugene and the Duke of Marlborcugh^ 
their Highneffes immediately repaired to the Houfe of the Hjil 
of Albemarle, and fign'd the Articles of Surrender with the 
Marquis de Survilte ; according- to which all the Officers and 
Soldiers were to retain only their Swords and Baggage. They 
were to leave their Colours and Arms behind, and permitted to 
return to Fra^ce^ upon Condition that they (hould not ferve, 
until they were a&ually Exchanged agaiofl a like number of 
Officers and Soldiers of ours, whereof thbfe taken at Warneton 
(hould be the firft in this Exchange. The Marquis de Surville 
and Monfieur (/^ ^^^r/^^/zy Lieutenants-General ^ the Marqus 
de Kavignan and Monfieur Dolct^ Majors-General, and MefBeurs 
de St Pierre ^Divergny and Bodo^n Brigadiers, were to remain 
as Hoftages till the Articles of Surrender were exeeijted. Our 
Troops immediately tookpofleffion of one of the Gates, and 
the Garfifon march'd out accordingly to the number of 4000 
Men, befides the Sick and Wounded. Upon the fiedudfon of 
that important Place, the Siege of Mons was refolved upon, 
and the Hereditary Prinpe of Hejfe Caffel with 4000 Foot and 
60 Squadrons of Horfe was cletiach'd that Evening from 'the 
Grand Arrfy, in order to inveft that Town. The 2 Arjrnies un*- 
der Prince £Af^^/?^ and the Duke of Marlborough were to follow 
the fame Night. The 4thj according to the Difpofitions fet- 
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lied the Ddy before, the 2 Armies broke up at Midnight, and 
for the greater Expedition, both the heavy Baggage and Artil- 
lery were left behmd. In our march we had an account from 
the Prince of Heffe, that he was advanced with nis Deiach- 
ment within 3 Leagues of Mons. Piince Eugene ditidi ihe Duke 
of Marlborough who had ftayed behind to, give the neceflary 
Direftions, as well in refpeo: to the Garrifon of Tournuy^ as 
to the Body of Troops who had been employed in that S.e^e ; 
as alfo to difpatch their Orders to General Wilke, who during 
the Siege was pofted with fcveral Thoufand Men between the 
Deu/e and the Lys-^ joyn'd the Army that Night at Bougny. 
The 5th the Weather changed, and we hadamofl violent lUin, 
which however did not interrupt our March, yet a good num- 
ber of Troops of both Armies, and particularly of Prince 
Eugene^s were by the fame Reifoa hindeiM from coming in 
time to the Camp in 'the Neighbourhood of fij///^/r^'j it ha- 
ving been very toilfome to pafs fo many Defilees in Roads 
that were fo much trodden. The Prince oitiejfe pafled th&Hafne. 
in the Afternoon, and the Grand Armies incampe^ at Si- 
zaut with our Left within a League of the Haifne. The 
6th we continued our March, and received Advice from 
the Prince of Uejje^ that he had taken Poft in the Enemy's 
Lines, where were 2 Regiments of Dragoons with a BatalHon^i 
who retired immediately on his appearance. The Enemy had 
a defign to defend thofe Lines, which reached from the Haifne 
to the Samhre\^ and the Chevalier de Luxemhurgh with a great 
Detachment, arrived foon after to fuftain the Troops aforefaid, 
and was followed by the Marefchal de f^Wars in Perfon •, but. 
ihey finding that their Troops had quitted their Pofts, they 
"V^ march'd back to ^ulevrain^ where they were hourly reinforced 

by the Forces left in their Lmes along the Scarpe. The Prince 
of HeJJe incamped that Day, with his Right to Jemappe and 
his Left to Tramiers^ whereby Mans was clofely block'4 ^p* 
The Army of the Duke of Marlborough had its Right to fonto^ 
burgh and the Left to Uion^ on the other fide of the Jfai/he-^ and 
that of Prince Eugene remained near St. Dems. The 7 th the two 
Qparter- Matters General Cadogan and Dopft vvent out yery ear- 
ly in the Morning to view Mons^ and to mark out a Camp 
for the Armies during the Siege ^ and at their return reported^ 
that the Enemy were advancing againfl: the Prince of Hejfe^ 
who being expofed Prince E^ugene and the Duke oi Marlborough 
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immediately gaVc Orders for rhe Armtbs to march, to leave beS 
hind under a fufficient Guard at Havre all the light Baggage, 
that we might have no Incumbrance, and a Body to keep Aions 
klock'd up. We halted on the .Hills of Beltan^ \vhere our 
Generals had Intelligence, that the Enemies had not pafled 
the Defilces cXWafne^ but ih.t they were encamped between 
^■.e-jrain and thofe Defilees •, whereupon we continued in that 
Camp, but in order of Battel ; and an Exprefs was difpatch'd 
that day to the Marquis ie Fafcal^ Governor of Bruffels^ to 
fend to our Army the jj 00 Imperial Horfe, Dragoons and 
HuflTars, which were arrived there from Germany^ The 8th 
at Day break 6ur Armies were drawn out, and all neceffary 
Difpofitions were made for Aftion. Some Squadrons of the 
Enemies appearing, fome of ours with the Hifjfars were ordered 
to fall upon them The latter not waiting the coming up of 
the Horfe, attacked and beat the Enemy, taking Prifoners i 
Gollonel, i Lieutenat-CoUonel, 5 other Officers, and above 
100 Men; killing a^greater number and purfuing the tefl quite 
to the Enemy's Canip, which according to their Report, was 
not above a League and half from ours \ but the Accefs to it 
very difficult. The 9th the Enemy made a Morion, as if they 
would match towards Bojfu 5 but the Duke of Marlbarougb 
being advanced with fome other Generals, narrowly to obferve 
their moving, they foon perceived that the motion of their Left 
was only a Feint 16 icover the March of the Right, which fil'd 
off at the fame time; whereupon his Grace, being unwilling 
to lofe one Minute, ordered his Army to march by his Left, 
by which motion we came fo near the Enemy about Two in 
the Afternoon, that we Cannonaded them till 6 in the Even- 
ing. We lay all Night under Arms, and on thie loth fome 
Forces were commanded to take poffeffion of St.GbiJlain^ which 
they executed Sword in Hand, and made the Garrifon, con- 
fiding of 200 Men, Prtfoqers of War. That Evening 21 Ba- 
tallionsand 4 Squadrons^ fent from Tournay to reinforce our 
Army, being advanced pretty near, 'twas refolved to attack 
^the Enemy, who were pofted in the Woods of Great Blangies ; 
and our Army on the edge of the fame Wood from lAronfoffe^ 
Blaregntes and Bleron^ between the Wood of San/art and Ian- 
f(»rty where we renewed our Cannonading,and were anfwered by 
the Enemy, bat pot jTo briskly as the Day before. We conti- 
nued in Order of Battel u^on three Lines till the uth in the 
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Morning, when the Princes of Savoy and MarlhoroHgh held a 
Counciiof War with Mcffieurs Gq/7/>/ff4 and //<?<//, field Depu- 
ties of the States, wherein it was agreed to attack the Enemy 
in their Advantageous Polls. All the neceflary Difpofitions being 
made thereto the Duke of -^r^>V with feveral Batallions begun 
the Attack at the point of the Wood of Sort on ihefidcof £/^i?/i, 
with lb much Courage and Intrepidity, that the Enemies were 
beaten from their Poft and driven further into the Wood. The 
Prince of ISTajfAH FriJLtland attacked them between 8 and 9 
with the Dntch Infantry in the Wood of Sanfart on the fide of 
SuroTjy but met with greater Refinance on that fide. Mean 
time the French being obliged to quit a very good Intrench, 
ment with 4 Pieces of Cannon on our Right, where the Duke 
of Argy'e attacked them, the Infantry or that Wing march'd 
through the Wood towards SrquewJt^ where the Enemy ap- 
peared ftill in order of Battel, but were at iaft forc'd to give 
Ground every where. In this terrible Attack, on the Succefs 
of which depended the Honour and Advantage that might de- 
cide the Caufcof the Liberties of £//r(7p^r, Prince JE/if^;!^, wha 
was inconftant Motion without regarding his Pcrfon, animating 
the Troops and giving Orders every where, was wounded with, 
a (hot in his Head, and though it was very painful, he would 
not let it be drefs'd till after we had taken Poft in the Wood j 
and then he afted tffl the end of the Day with a conftant Ardour,, 
Vigilance and Coolncfs. 

The Duke of Alar/borough performed his part in the fame 
manner, appearing every where with the Intrepidity becoming, 
fo great a General^ and giving fuch proper and exaft Orders, 
that they all produced the Effeft he defigned ; and it was ta 
thele two great and incomparable Generals, next under God,, 
we ow'd that incredible wonderful Viftory. When we were 
Iviafters of the Woods, our Left ffoved up againft the Right 
of the Enemy. The Fight was fierce and obftinatc beyond 
Expreflion • it lafted near 6 Hours with continual viciflitude •,, 
the French TQturncd to the Charge with incredible Fury, were 
often rcpulfed, and fo were our Troops. 

Curing that time the Enemy made feverat Attempts to drive 
our Men out of the Wood, making a great Fire, and renewing, 
it often •, but we maintain'd out Ground : The Enemy's Horfe, 
who were in the Center in feveral Lines, were fuftained by, 
fome Infantry, butin finall number •„ the reft havings abandoned 
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the Intrenchraents of the Center, to move into the Right. and 
Le.l. Thefaid Hoffe Gharg-d,'and were charged fevxral tinr.cs 
by oars. Vft broJce'them very ofreir, and they broke us info- 
much, that we were even pufh*d into the Openings of the E- 
naiiy*s Intrenchm^Dts, of which we had taken PoIFeffionwith 
our Ihfentry, under whofe Fire our Cavalry form'd therafelves 
a-new. The Princes of Savoy and Marlhorongh perceiving our 
Horfein diforder, tod up to them and renewed the Fight fovi- 
goroufly, that the Entmy were put to flight, and durft no 
longer (htfw themfelvcs on that fide, though they formed into 
Order again at fome diftance, and kept a good Countenance, 
Our Generals making ufe of that Opportunity, caufed fome 
Squadrons to advance on the Flank of the Enemy's Infantry 
thatpnfh'd our. Left, who without that afliftance mult have gi- 
ven Ground ^ whereupon the Enemy retired by the Hedges 
and Woods, and form'd tbemfelves again in a Valley, where 
their Horfc were drawaup, betorc tire little Town of Bazay^ 
having hollow Ways and Moraffbs in their Front •, and thefe fa- 
cilitated their Retreat, which they made in pretty good Order 
towards Maubenge and Valenciennes^ and part of them towards- 
Conde. We purfued them to a Defilee by Bavay^ making a dread- 
fijl Slaughter amongft them ; We halted on the Rivulet of ^Z- 
/fl/?, and a ftrong Detachment of Horfe and Dragoons^ conti- 
nued the Purfuk as far as Bavay^ where they found the Prince 
d' Jrmagnac ^liA ijoo Officers and Soldiers, wounded, whom 
they made Priibners; 

It will perhapsbcexpe£l:ed,that Ifhottld have given a m«)re par- 
ticular and did inA Account of this Glorious and hardly to be pa- 
rallel'd Viftory,ia which the Enemies had all the Advantages, as 
tothefituation of the GroiNid and the ftrong Intrenchmencs they 
hpdcaft up; but as it irapoffible for an Officer, who is obliged to 
keep his Poll, and to adt there according to the Comn>and h« 
receives from his Generals, to obferve every Particular; I (hall ' 
fubjoin to the foregoing Relation, fome Letters written by our * 
Generals to their refjpeftive Princes and Mafters. wherein the 
Reader will find his Curiofity fatisfied, and firft I fhall- infert 
here, the Letter fent from the Duke of MarlboroHghto Secre- 
tary Boyle by Lieutenant- Collonel (jraham^ who was difpatch'd 
Exprefsto the Qiieen; the (aid Letter is dated from the Camp 
at Blaregnies Se^t. 1 1. N. S, and is as follows. 
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As foon as I had difpatch'd my Letter to yoo on Satur^ 
day from Havre^ we were allarmed with the Enemies 
marching to attack the Prince of Hep j upon which the whole 
Army was immediately put ia motion : But it was next day 
at Noon before all the Troops could come up. In the Morn- 
ing they fenc out a Detachment of 400 Horfe to obferve cor 
March, which the Head of the Prince of Heffi s Troops at- 
tacked, and took the CoUonel who Commanded them, with 
the Lieutenant Collonely feveral other Officers, and about 50 
Prifoners. Upon notice of our Armies lying^ on this fide 
the Haifnj^ the Enemy llretch'd out their Line from ^i>- 
vrain to the Right, which they continued to do the next 
day, and yefterday they poflefs'd themfelves of the Wood 
of Donr and Blaugies^ where they immediately began to in- 
trench. This Motion of the Enemy kept our Army for two 
Nights under their Arms , and in the Evening, as ibon as 
the 21 Batallions and 4 Squadrons we were expefting from 
Tournayy were come within reach, it was refolved to attack 
them, and the necefTary Difpofitions being made, we accord- 
ingly began at Eight this Morning, The Fight was maintain- 
ed with great obltinacy till near 12 a Clock, befsre we could 
force their Intrenchments and drive them out of the Wood in- 
to the Plain, where their Horfe was all drawn up, and ours 
advancing upon them, the whole Army engaged, and fought 
with great Fury till pad Three in the Afternoon, when the 
Enemies Horfe began to give way, and to retire towards 
Maubenge zxidi FaUncknnes^ an'd part of them towards Conde. 
We purfued them to the Defilec by Bavay with great flaugh- 
ter, all our Troof s behaving the«ifelves with the greatelt 
Courage. We are now encamp'd on the Field of BatteK 
You may believe the Lofs muft have been very, great on both 
Cdcs. We have a good number of Officers^ Prifoners, but 
as I fend this Exprefsby Lieutenant-CoUonel Graham^ Imufl: 
refer you to my next for further Particulars. In the mean 
time I Congratulate you upon this great Succefs, and am 
truly, &c.

* The Marefchal de VilUrs having feen the good Succefs of 
^ ofir Enterprize to poflefs our felves of the Lines above Mons^ 
' drew together his whole Army, and encamped by Qfiievrai»y 

giving out among his Troops, that he was abfolutely refblved 
to come and attack us. He made a ihew of doing it a^^ 
Saturday and Snnday laft, moving now From his Right, now 
from his Left with feveral Squadrons, who advanced as well 
towards Bojfnt^ as into the Openings between the Wood of 
Great BUttgies {alias Sort) and that of Lagmere. Hereupon 
a Refolution was taken Qfl Jpr fide immediately to pafs the 
ToHilley and to take pollcllin)f the Hills and Plains between' 
the Haiffie and the Kivers of i?#«^wV/ and Great and Little 
QSfJny, The Marefchal de VUlars, who was encamped fron»» 
the MamroHiRe on the Hayne to Atiche and Montigny fur Rocq^ 

received in the mean time his Istft Reinforcement, namely the 
Body under Monfieur d* Artagnan, which had incampcd be- 
tween Bethune and La Z^/fj^f,joyn'd by altthe Infantry that 
could be drawn out of the Garrifons of /prci, Alre^ and o- 
ther Places on that fide, fb that he much outnumbred us in 
BattUiobff aind Sqtjadrens. The 9th in thir Morning he caulcd 
his Ttoopsto move to the Right, where they poflcfs'd them- 
felVesofthe \Vood of Lagnierti and ilfo of that of *y^r, 
with the Hedges that encompafs theto, and extended them- 
felV^s beyond the VrttXt Toi^noi t^ulno'u. They likewife 
poOefs'd themfelvcs of the Hedges of a Village called Blac^ 
qsptt^ fftuat« between the two aforefeid Woods • fo that they 
left very little Ground open between that Village and the 
Wood of Lagmere-^ but there we, e larger Opening! between tha 
Village and Wood of *y^r^ Upom 
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* Upon Intelligence of this, our Generals conferred together 
at the Mills of *y4 A and refolvcd tocaufc the Armies to ad- 
vance and take pofleffion of the Plain oppofite to the Open- 
ings between the two Woods. Prince Eugene fi Army poQefs'd 
themfeives of the open Ground on our Right. This was ex- 
ecuted with as much diligence as was poflible. There was 
then too little Day-light left to attack the Enemy, the Right 
Wing being too far off to come to their Ground in time. 
We had thoughts of attacking them Yellerday Morning be- 
fore they had finiflid their Intrcnchments in the Entrance 
of the Openings, and before thev had fo ftrcngthacd the 
Hedges that they were of more Advantage to them than their 
Lines ; but 'twas judged better to ftay for the Troops that 
had been imploy'd in the Siege of Tournay^ (who joyn'd 
us this Morning) that they might aflift in the Adion. 

* This Morning between Sand 9 a Clock, the Signal for the 
Attack was given, and the Cannonading was vigorous on both 
fides. The infantry of the Right Wing attacked the Hedges 
and Intrenchments at the end of the Wood of Suit ; and the 
Troops of the States attacked thofe in the Wood of Lugniere^ 
and on both iides of the Village of Blacquet : The Fire was ve- 
ry violent, and particularly at the Attack of the Infantry 
of the States, who fuffer'd very much, becaufe of the double 
Intrenchments which were on that fide *, fo that 'twas impoA 
fible to carry them, notwithltanding the good Gonduft and 
Bravery of the Prince of NajfoH^ and the Vigour of the Officers 
and Soldiers^ who may all be Did to have diilingui(h*d them- 
feives :> the lalb Batallions who fupported, advancing with the 
fame Courage as thofe who had funer*d firft. The Infantry of 
the Right Wing made all imaginable Efforts likewile, and foon 
poffefs'd themfeives of fome Polls, but were ftopt by other 
Intrenchments, where the Fire continued very hot till a- 
bout Two in the Afternoon, when the Fire of our In&ntry be- 
gan to be fuperiour. Then the Prince of Savoy had the for- 
tune to break through and to make an Allarm in the Ene- 
my's Left Wing : In the mean time we made an opening on 
our fide, where we had at laft carried 'our Point to let 
in the Horfe into the Plain. The Hereditary Prince of i/q^^ 
led up the firft Squadron, of the Cavalry of our Left Wing 
with admirable Bravery. After the Cavalry had begun to pe- 
netrate, the Vi^ftory foon declared itielf. The Enemy's 
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Squadrons, who were numerous, were charged as foon as we !-^^ 

could form (bmeofaurs; who at firfl; had much ado to (land 
againft the great number of the Enemy ; but being from time 
to time reinforc'd and feconded by the Squadrons of Prince 
Euf^ftc, the Enemy being unable to fuftain our Efforts, retired 
aad Ii^ft us the Field of Battel , jet rallying and turning again 
fcveral times •, but the reft of the Squadrons of the Left Wing 
joining thofe of the Right, entirely defeated their Cavalry, • 
who retired by the way of Bavay and J^uefmy. Their Infan- 
try who (till maintained fome Hedges, retired along the Woods, 
part cowards M^HbeHge and part by the fame way as the Cavalry *, 
aba^doding. the greateft part 01 their Artillery, and other 
Trophies of a compleat Vidory, of which I cannot yet give 
the Particulars.

Thofe Relations relating chiefly to what happened in that bloody 
Battel in the Duke of Marlborough's Army, which form'd the 
Left Wiijg, I (hall entertain the Reader with the following Jour- 
nal) which was writ by a Geiieral of the 7)a/iesy who were 
polled on the Left Wing in Princo Eugene's Army, and which 
was communicated to me 3 days after the Battel. 

* The Garrifbn of the Cittadel of Toumaj having furrender'd 
the ^d of September^ the Army under Prince Ettgene and thac 
under the. Duke of Marlborough decamped the feme Nighc 
from Orchies. The former pafs*d the ScheU at Calonne below 
ToHrnajy march'd the 4th to EangnUs^ the 5th to Beloeil, and 
the 6th to St. Denis near Mons. Mean time the Hereditary 
Prince of HeJfeCaJfely who was detach'd before with 60 Squa- 
drons and iboo Foot entered near Bougnies^ the Lines the E- 
nemy had made fiom Mons to Jenmom on thtSambre. Our 
Motions qbliged the Enemy to quit their Camp near Doxvay 
and Valenciennes : They paft'd the ScheU at Honneau and en- 
camped at Q^uievrain^ their Left towards the Haifne and their 
Right towards Belegnies • whereupon our Army made a Mo- 
tion the 7th at Four in the Afternoon, pafs'd the Haifne and 
Tr^hilte^ and lay that Ni^t in Order of Battel between two 
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fraall Rivulets that run into the Tronille. The 8th Wc ad- 
vanced in the Morning near the Enemy, and the Huffars of 
Prince Engenes Army charged fomc of their Squadrons, put: 
them to flight, and took a Collonel and aLientenat GoBonel, 
4 or 6 other Officers and loo Trooperi Prilbncrs*, but no- 
thing further was attempted that Day, and the Armies cn- 
camp'd in fuch a manner, that the Right of Pribicc Engene^s- 
was near Jemappiy not far from St. OmiUin^ and the Left of 
the Duke of ^^^ir/i'^r^/if fc's Array VLZ^i^ougnies'^ oar two Ar- 
mies being only fcparated by a little Tnterval, WhWeby the 
Right of my Lord Duke's was in a manner in the Grtter of 
the Line. The 9th the Enemy appeared on the Edge; of tbc 
Wood of Sart between their Army and on'rs, zoA made fbtee 
Motions, as if they would attempt fomething upon the Left 
Wing of the Duke's, which oblig'd that Prince to draw- up - 
his whole Arm/ in Order of Battel, and advance towards 
the Enemy, and the fame time that under Prince Etig^e was 
ordered likewise to advance. This Motion brought the Troops 
of the States, which made the Left Wing •f my Lord 
Duke's Army nearer to the Enemy, and they begun to Canno- 
nade each other *, but the advanced Squadrons of the Enemy 
retreating, and the Enemy coming on, we could no ei}gage 
them, i hat Night and the next Day, being the loth, the. 
Array continued on their Arms in Order of Battel, and in the 
Evening it was refolved to attack them the Day following, . 
notwithftanding the Generals were informed, that they were 
calling up Intrenchments in the Woods of Sart^ Great 
^iU^X^i and others ^ but St. Ghl[l4in htitig a coDTenient I^flagc 
on the HAtfne^ which might be of great ufein cafe of a Misfpr- 
tune^ it was relblved lojbiRfs it, and General Dedem^ vt^ho^ 
was polled with 4000 Foot and Horfc at ChAffty hear M^ns^, 
was order'dto attack the Town,wbich be did the loth at Night 
Sword in Hand,, with very little Lofi, making 170 MenPri- 
foners of War. The uth at Break of Day our Infantry march d 
according to the Diipofition made the Night before in^ three 
Lines, and the Cavalry in two Columns, advancing dliredly 
towards the Enemy to begin a Battel, which proved To obfti- 
nate and bloody, that none fought fince the beginning of this 
War is to be compared to it.

^ in infantry, and wece faftrongly intrench'd, that their In. 

trenchmencs* 
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trenchotnts were more like a Cktadel than a Camp. J heir 
Leg; Wiog was cover tl by a great and thick Wood, in which 
thjpf ba4 caft up many IntrencbmcntS9 and poftcd their In- 
fantry tbcreio ; and their Kighc was covered by another Wooa 
and a thick Hedge, which run along the fame like a Chain, 
befid^ which they bad caft up three Inrrenchments and 
had a Mariby Groond before them , which rendered the 
Acceg; to their locrenchments ftill more difficult. Their 
Center was in a little Plains and they haA cad up ie* 
vejrai tecrenchments one behind the other, all defended 
in coavcnient Places with a good Artillery, with which 
they aanoy*d us very nruch. Thev had befides cut down the 
Hedges behind their Lines for the more eaCe marching of 
thfiir Cavalry to fnpport their Infantry, where ever occafion 
(fa^uld require. In this Advantageous fttuation we attack d the 
£n^my, ^<1 begun to rianonade them about half an Hour 
pafi:JEight« aod theyanfwer'd us with the like Vigour, while 
^U our Forces marcad to begin the Attack as the Generals 
had dire Aed. OwcLtkSfJin%{of?tmc^EHgene^ Army) at- 
tack d thei Hoemy in the Wood ^fbreiaid about that time with 
att tmagioable Courage } but were received with a great deal 
of Bravery. We beat the Enemy from that Pofl:> and ihey 
beat us again from thence^ but after an obftiBate fight of 
a Hours, in which abundance oi Blood was fhed on both 
fides, the Soldiers killing one another with their Bayonets and 
Che SuttSilf their. Moiqueits, we made our felves Mailers of 
>tfae.M/ooiv .aodthereupcm oiir whole Left Wing march'd 
witbotit tiy Ic^s of Time towards the Enemy, and begun a* 
i}0the£ Fight as obftinate as the firft Attack. As they were 
covec-d by three ftrong Intrenchmenfs, which we were obli 
ged to attack one after another, the Fight continued 5 Hours 
«rithjui incredible Fury ^ but all this while with dofibtful Suc- 
.ee6» becaiife the Enemy rallied feveral times, regaining with 
an extraordinary] Valour the Intrenchments from whence we 
had beaten them; during whch they attempted feveral times 
to drive us &om the Wood we bad gained, but we maintain- 
ed our Ground and beat them from all their ftrong Holds. 
It was about that Time, that their Cavalry, which was drawn 
;ilp in ftyeral i^oes, perceiving that their Infimtry was drove 
fron.tSieir Poft, advanced in very good order to (}iarge our 
Cavalry^ aod regain the Intrenchments wherein we had ta- 
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ken Poll i this new Fight proved very obftinatc : They forc'd 
us fomc times to give Ground, and were obligcfd.in their tUrn 
to give way The Aftion bccamethen more general j andtome 
Squadrons of the Right Wing oFmy Lord Dukc*«'Arnjy being 
repulfcd by the great number of the Enemy, the poke ttWir^ 
ttmbergh with fome Z)4wj[/fc and cHher Sqaadrofls of Prince 
Eugenes Army advanced to fupport them- The French Ca- 
valry being thus vigoronfly attack'd, fell foon -into dilbrder, 
and were fo much prefs'd, (hat they could not r^alfy again. 
They endeavoured to do it behind a Hedge/ bat the' Dtike of 
Wirtembergh caufed immediately the Dragoons of Wimmhergh 
Oels to difmount to attack them on Foot behind the Hedge 
aforefaid, from which they were driven, and did not form 
into Order again till they came behind a little HiU at 
a pretty diftance fronii us, having behind diem the' lictle 
Town of Sav^A^znd a Morafs with a Defilee befdre ; and 
their Infantrf^y favour of the Hedges and Wood, made 
for the moft part their Retreat that way, and iorm'd them- 
felves again near their Cavalry. The Defilee and Mora& a- 
fbrefaid did not permit us to purfu;^ them further in a Body, 
but 2 Regiments of Huffars andftnoe Squadrons of Dragoons 
and Horfe where detach d to atanoy them in their Retreat a$ 
much as pofllble. The Battel ended about 4 in the After- 
noon. We have taken feveral Standards and Colours from 
the Enemy. The Royal Danifli Dragoons took 2 Standards 
and the Regiment of Brigadier Bdffit^ one pair of Colours. We 
have alfo taken 20 Pieces of Cannon, with a great quantity of 
Ammunition and a great number of Pi^ifoners. The Fighrwas 
very obftinate, and the Slaughter fo great, that the Steitn and 
Wounded on both fides are computed to be 30000 Men. De- 
ferters report, that the loTs of the Enemy is almolt incredible, 
their Infantry and the Troops of the French King's Houibold 
being entirety ruin'd. We have among the Prifoners a Prince 
of the Houfe of Lirrain^ Son to the Count Jt jirmagnac. Wt 
took joo wounded Officers in Bavav, Prince Engem received 
a flight Wound in his Head, whicn did not hinder him from 
giving the ncceflary Orders during the whole AOion.

We took from the Enemy a great number of Colours and' 
Standards, and among the firft Standard (caild La Comette 
Blanche) with about 30 Pieces of Cannon, and a vaft quantity 
of Ammunition. It is very obfervable, that this Battel was 
fought the fame Day on which Prince £f^eneg9\n^d the famous 
Vi(n:ory over the Turks at Cent a on the River Tiki feus in Hufiga- 
ry in the Y^ear 1697. which was obtained with almoltas much 
difficulty as this, in refpeA to the Intrenchments and Majority^ 
of Troops, but the TViri^/ being not fo well skill-din the Art^of 
- War and in defending their Works, were forced from them af- 
' rer an Hours Refiftance, and obliged to yield to the ViAorious 
Arms of Prince Engem \ whereupon the Treaty of Carlov9lti^ 
enfucd. 

The French cndeavour'd to conceal their Lofi as much as pof- 
fible, and perfwade the World, that their Forces had not fuffer'd 
half fo much as ours, but we were very well ^iTured by. a good 
Hand, that they had 542 Officers kill'd and 1068 wounded, be- 
fides \o\ taken Prifoners, and the Lofsof their common Soldiers 
was computed to be above 17000 Men. Marefchal Villars was 
wounded in the Thigh, which obliged him to leave the Com* 
mand of the Trench kivd'^ to the Marefchal J?tf/ij(^tfrji.

That Day we were 
bune in burying our Dead, and reniovingour wounded Men, biit 
there having been a great many of the Freneh OfBcersand Soldi- 
ers left wounded upon the Field of Battel and. in the adjacent 
Houfes, his Grace the Duke of Marlhorough gave Notice to the 
.Marefchals ^e; Bot^ffitfrsMd ViHars^ that he would permit them to 
%icnd a number of VVaggons to fe(cb them ofi^, and that he wonkl 
order Lieutenant General Cad^gAn with 200 Horle to meet at 
B.vay, fuch a General 0$(xr as they iboold fend with a like 
number, to fcttie the manner and take the Paroles of Honour 
ofthe Officers that they jcarryedoflr, and an Account of the Sol- 
diers. Accordingly they lent the Chevalier de Luxcmburgh a 
Lieutenant General, with whom M^Cadogan having concerted e- 
very thing, he returned to the Camp, and left an Officer and 
CommilTary of ours to take a Lift of all that Ibould be found ^ 
vand z Days were allowed them for buring the Dead and J>rlQging 
ofFthe Wounded y as they.dclired.

dered to meet and bring them fafe to the Army : But upon In- 
telligence that the Enemy had a dedgn ta attack that Convoy 
with :!oSiquadrons they had detach'd under the Command of the 
Chevalier ^^ LnxenAnrgh towards MatAeuge^ who having pafs'd 
the Samkrty did continue his March to La Bmjftere near TTutipi^ 
in order to proceed further, and join a Detachment of the Gar-

Meantime we continued our Preparations for the ^iege of il/^w 
with all poflible application, and our Ingineers gave uf hopes, 
that 'twould not be impolGble to drain part of the Morafs about 
that Mace which wbald verymucb faciiitateonr Approaches. 

The Prince of /V4//4;y being appointed to conmiand in chief in

The 27th Lieut.Gcn.Wi//ti join'd ihc Army with 5 Batallions and 10 
Squadrons from Deulemont. Befidcs which 24 frefli Batallions (4 of 
them Englijh and the reft Dutch) had fince theBatteJ joiii'dour Army 
from divers Garrifons, and 14 of the weakeit Batallions were ienta- 
way to fiipply their room in tnofe Garrifons. That Day, the aSth and 
29 th we continued to carry on our Approaches, as much as the Rainy 
Weather would permit, andfinifhed our Batteries $ and the 30th t- 
nother Convoy of Ammunitbn and Artillery being arrived, 32 Pieces 
of Cannon were brought to the Batteries at the Atwck of BirtMmont^ 
and 1 6 to that of Havre. . ^ 

The I tt of OSlobery purfuant to the DifpofitioB .made laft NigHt, 
Major General Ivoy with a Detachment advanced this Morning to at- 
tack the Horn work and Redoubt without the Park Gate, in this 
Service 4 Cannon and 2 Hauwitzers were ufed ; which had not fired 
above 3 Rounds, when the Enemy iedng our Men, who had march'd 
a confiderable way up to the WaHe in Water ready to make an Air 
f-tulr, yielded themlelves Priionees of War, in number 54 Meq,^ t 
Captain and a Lieutenants. Thefe Works cover'd the NfiUs where th& 
Befieged ufed to grind their Corn ; and in them were found 410 Sacte 
of Meal with 2 Cannon and fome Ammunition. The ianae day ife 
began to fire from 26 Pieces of Cannon. The 2d nothing pais*d of a- 
aiy Moment. The 3d the Weather being. become fair^ w« obliged the 
Enemy to quit a finall Redoubt on the Right of the Gate of Httre, 
and continued our Appoaches with very little I0& at both . Attacks 
the 5tb, 6th and 7th, lo that on the 8tb we were not above 10 Paces 
from the Counterfcarp of the Hornwork at the Gate of Havrt, 
which wc attack 'd that Day, and after half an Hours refiihnce, we 
lodged our felves on the Cover'd Way, having had only 60 Men kill'd 
and wounded, and amongft the htter CbUonel Hdrs of the Et9glifb 
Artillery and Captain Petit ci the Guards^ but their Wounds were 
not dangerous. We perfected our Approaches, lodged our felves on tlie 
Cover'd way of the Hornwork at the Gate of BertMimonty and begun 
to batter the Face of that Work firom 2 Bitteries with x a Pieces of 
Cannon each.

char5c of ^nitDs and Gre^adocs, to attack thcHornwork of Btrta- 
moHt\ xrhcrcby ttiw P.^emy were fo much annoyed, tliat w'.iCn our 
McnAad mounted thcBt^^h^ ^e found to our great furprize tliac 
theBefieged had quitted both ihe Ravelin and Homwork, wherein 
vre lodged our fclvcs with very little Lois. We took at the la sue time 
a little Out work on the Right of the Hornwcirk, without lofing one 
Man, and took a Lieutenant and 15 Soldiers Prifoners. The iSch we 
began at the Attack of Bertamont to remove our Batteries into the 
Hornwork, in order to batter the Ballioivs and continued to work 
on them with all poffiblc Diligence. The ipth in the Morning our 
Batteries began to fire upon the Face of the Hornwork at the Gate 
of Havre ^ and continuecl todofo with very good fiiccelstill the 20tli- 
about Noon, when the Breaches being almoftpradlicable, andwelikc- 
wtfc making Preparations for an Attack> were prevented hy the Ene- 
my's beating a Parley, and hanging white Flags at both Attacks,to fig- 
nifie their Delire to Capitulate. Upon which Hofb^es were cxchaped. 
The Enemy fcnt out lionficnr Sonnegar, a Major General ; Monfieur 
GHmalii a Brigadier ; and Monfieur Lytyevy a Colloncl ; and we lent 
into the Town Major General Wrdnl^ Brigadier Oclingd and Collonel 
Albertii The Hoftages having din'd with the Prince of Naffkn ne.ir the 
Bertamont Attack, came in the Afternoon to the Duke of Adarlbo- 
rOHgh*s Quarters (Prince Ettgene being there at the fame time) and 
haying delivered in their Propofals returned into the Town about 8 
with their Higbneffes Anfwcr : They came out again the 21 H in the 
Morning, and after fome Debates, it was agreed, * That the Gate of 
' Nimi fhould be delivered to os, and that theGarrifon fhould march 
out tF»e 23d, the French to be conduftcd to Mauhen^e^ and the 
Sfanifh^Ltid Bdvarian Troops to Namwr. Among tlie Demands of 
the Bcficgcd, the moft Particular were thefe, * They dcfircd 8 days 
' time to cxpe6l Relief; but were anfwer'd. That they fliould 
deliver up the Gate of Nimi^m the 21ft, and tlit Garrifbn march 
eUt on the 23d in the Morning. They likewife defired tbe ulual 
Marks of Honour, with 20 Charges for every Soldit-r, xo Pieces cf 
Cannon, 4 Mortars, and Ammunition for 12 Charges; but the 
Cannon an<J Mortars were refufed tbei:i, nnd only 6 CHiargcs alloiv- 
cd each Map, They defired 10 Covered Waggons, but had no more 
than 4 allow'd ; neither was it permitted that Dclerters fli'^uld 
march out with the Garrifon. It was likewife agreed that Monfieur 
Brouchhn/cnf Ihtendant of the Treafurv, Monfieur deUForge^ Re* 
ccivcr General, and Don AntonU Satelloy Brigadier in the SpanifHt- 
Service, fhould remain as Holiagcs for the Payment of the Debts of 
the Garrison, and otiicr jufl Pretenfions of the Town and the Coun- 
try of HdinAfilt on the Crown of Spaih; and that the Count de 
Bergeyck fhali be refponfiblc for all hi» Engagements^ and f atif* 
fie them, within the fpacc of 3.
